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ABSTRACT 

This guide provides analyses of curriculum materials 
that have been designed for teaching about the U.S. Constitution and 
liw-related education. The guide begins with an editor's introduction 
and two essays, Constitution Study and Civic Education** (James B. 
Giese) and **Thinking about Law-Related Education during the 
Bicentennial** (Barbara Miller). The resource reviews are presented in 
three sections. Forty-three reviews of print-based materials for 
elementary (K-6) Constitution and law-related education are provided 
in section 1. The second section contains 86 print-based materials 
for secondary (7-12) classrooms. Simulations, games, filmstrips, 
cassettes, videotapes, software, and audiocassettes are reviewed in 
the third section. Each review includes: (1) author, publisher, cost, 
subject area, and intended users; (2) content description; (3) 
primary teaching procedures; and (4) critical evaluation of the 
materials. Following the reviews are annotated lists of 64 additional 
materials; they include: (1) an annotated bibliography of children's 
literature that can be used to teach l;^w; (2) a list of 
constitution-related literature; (3) a list of constitution-related 
bibliographies and catalogs; and f4) a list of films with 
constitutional content. Four indexes and a complete list of 
publishers' addresses is provided at the end of the book. ISM) 
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INTRODUCTION

The bicentennial of the U.S. Constitution offers educators a chance to share with students our 
nation's legal heritage. We became a nation of laws when we wrote our Constitution, our system of 
laws, on paper for dl the world to see. Law-related education is the logical extension of that national 
heritage. 

The bicentennial has sparked the development of a tremerdous amount of material on the Con- 
stltitfon for use In schools. An oven«vhelmlng number of books. cuiTknrfum materials, audk>visual 
programs, sImulatkNis, and computer programs are avalaUe to school teachers and admMstiators. 
What are these materials? VVhat do they cost? For whom are they written? VVhat Is their content? 
What strategies and methods are used hi their implementation? Are the materieris effective? Sifting 
through the material is a tatikfCH fyhteh many school personnel simply do not have time. 

Law-related educatkm as weK contributes a great deal to the materials avalaUe to schools. How 
does a school implement a law course or law program? What agencies produce materW and for 
what level? How can law be integrated or infused kito courses that are already established, such as 
U.S. history or government? Selectkxi declskxis are complex and quMUons %dng se^ 
numerous. These are quests that are answered -to the extent that reliable kiformatkxi is aval- 
able- ki Review of Resources: Teaching Law and the ConsetuOon. 

Our ob)ectlve is to provMe analyses of cuniculum, dassroom, and scholarly materials that wll 
ahow elementary and secondary teachers, admkilstrators, curriculum coordkiators, and college 
methods teachers to select materials that are appropriate to their students, school, and community 
on the basis of grade level, underlybig phlosophy, strategies, goals, stoicture, content, bmovatlve- 
ness, and merit 

Development of the Fteview of Resources 

The Social Science Educatkm Consortium has been kivoived ki materials analysis and law- 
related educatkxi for a number of years. ShKe 1 971 , the SSEC has published the Data Book of 
Social Studies Materials and Resources, a coHectton of analyses of new curriculum and teacher 
resource materials ki all areas of the social studies. In additkm, SSEC staff have conducted dozens 
of materials selectkm wori(shops for school district committees. At the same tkne, the Consortkjm 
has had a healthy law-related educatkNi program, through whteh we have developed materials, con- 
ducted trakikig programs, and- with the generous help of the Cokxado Bar Assodatkjn-deveksped 
a law-related educatkm library tha: provkles the teachers of Cokxado with hundreds of resources on 
ttieiaw. 

In May of 1967, Dr. James Glese, the Executive Dk"ictor of the Consortkim, recognized the need 
for analyses of the scores of new and dassk: materials on the Constltutkxi. In addMon, 'Jr. Gtese 
suggested that analyses of some law-related nwrterials wouW be a helpful adjunct to kiftxmatk)n o^ 
the constltitfonal materials. The result is this volume. Review of Resources: Teaching Law and the 
Con^/tudon. The volume opens with two essays, one by Dr. Glese on the state of knowledge about 
the Constitirtkin among young people and adults, the status of ConstKutkm study, and the ramlftea- 
tkms for cMc oducatkMi; the second, by BartMira Mier, poses questkins for law-related educators to 
thkik about ki the aflemiath of the bteentennlal. 

Organization and Use of ttie Review of Resources 

The Review of Resources is not kitended to be used as a catalog from whk^ materials are 
ordered. Rathar than baskig dedskms solely on the Review of Resources analyses, we encourage 
users to screen materials of kiterest uskig the analyses and then write for review copies of materials 
that meet thek prelbnkiary criteria for selectfon. This Review of Rosources fci no way represents 100 
percent of the material and scholarship on the Constitutk)n or law-related educatfon. Rather, Its con- 
tents represent the generosity of publishers and the capabllty of SSEC staff to analyze materials ki a 
Iknked period (J tkne. Users shouM note that U.S. government, cMcs, and history textbooks are not 
kiduded, skxje these texts generally only focus a limited amount of attentfon on the ConstHutkxi

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CONSTITUTION STUDY AND CIVIC EDUCATION

Introduction 

In the recent past in part tMcause of the myriad education refonn reports and m part because 
of preparations for the celebration of the bicentennial of the U.S. Constitution, dtlzenshlp/dvic educa- 
tion has undergone rather dose scnjtiny by a variety of cornmentators. Such commentary has 
addressed at least two levela of concern. The first level has spedfte^ examined the deflctenctes of 

the study of the Constitution (and of govemrnent and politics) and the Implications of these defied 
cies for precdeglate social studies education. The second-and perhaps more profound-level of 
analysis evoked such broader questions with respect to educating the cMzenry of a democratic 
society as to what the fundamental Issues of citizenship in the modem Unfted States are and how 
such Issues as pluralism. distrttMlive lusdce. and meaningful participation can b^ 
classroom. Both levels of analysis and commentary are important to the newly relnvigorated 
dialogue conceming civic education In the Unfted States. The cornmon starting poM fur fii of us 
concerned wrfth the state of cMc/clllzenship education seems to be the evidence of declining 
knowledge scores on standardized tests, the Increase In antWemocratlc attitudes among both 
adtAs and young adults, and the inrease In citizen apathy with respect to the political process. 

Voter Apathy 

Critics of al political persuasions have bemoaned the apathy of the American citizenry. Historic^ 
data 8how« that the general trend In voter partldpatlon In presidential elections, for example, has 

been one of decline. Since 1876 when partidpetlon by the eHgljIe electorate reached its zenith 
that year 81.8 percent of eNgUe votere cast bsRots for the presidency), participation rates have risen 
and falen, wMi turnouts In elections In the 1 920s and the late 1 940s being partfcularty low. Since 
1960. when 64 percent of eHgUevutere went to the pds. the trend has been steadly downward, in 

1960. only 53 percert of eiigR)le voters cast balots for any presidentiel candidate; slighliy fm 
tidpated In 1984. 

One reasonably argue that local elections are a better Indicator of citizen participation h 
thepoHticalprocessthanpresldentlalelections. Often, however, fewer than 20 percent of le eligible 
electorate participate In many local elections. Induding electing ofncWs of local govenH^ 
voting on school and other local bond Issues. 

What is more, these figures take into account only those persons who have registered and are 
eHgMe to vote, leaving askle mlkms of other citizens who do not even bother to register to vote, 
much less actively parttelpate In the poNtkai process. VVhat Is one to inake of a government of . 
and for the people when the people seem not fo care? 

Knowtodge of AduM CMzens About the ConstHutkMi 

in additkm to cMzen apathy with respect to active partteipatkm. one can also adduce evkJe^ 
of the relative knowledge of American cMzens. In 1 986. for example, the Hearst Corporatfon spon- 
sored a natfonal sun«y to detemilne how rnuch the American pubHc knew and understood about 
the U.S. Consdtulfon. The study, titled 77ie American Public's Knowleftge of the U.S. ConsOtuUon. 
revealed that American cMzens are woefully unMomwd about the Constitutkm. Whie the results 
varied consMerably from Hem to Kern, the study found, for example. tht»: Americans dU not under- 
stand the principle of separatton of powers. SpecWcaly. 41 percent of those sunwyed believed that 
the presUent can adjourn Congress. 49 percent thougM that the presMent can suspend the Constku- 

tfon during a war or other natfonai emergency, and a whoppkig 60 percent believed that the presi- 
dent acthig atone. coukJ appokit a Supreme Court justtob. 

Americans' knowledge of the Supreme Court and Ms wondngs was little better. Whie 59 percent 
knew that the Supreme Court is the final authority on the Constkution. only 50 percent knew that a 
Supreme Court decision may be ovenuled by subsequent declstons or constkuttonal amendment. 
Knowledge of spedfk: court cases varied: 55 percent recognized the Brown dedston and 45 percent 
the Miranda dedston. but only 30 percent knew Roe v. Wade. Furthemwre. 85 percent incoaectly 
sakl that any hnportant court case can be appeaidd from state courts to the Supreme Court. 
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WKh respect to individual rights and tiie Constitution, 75 percent of Americans Incorrectly 
l)elleved that the Constitution guarantees every citizen the ri^ to free putrilc education. 42 percent 
incorrectly t)elieved that the document guarantees every citizen's right to adequate health care, and 
only 44 percent of Americans knew that the Constitution pennlts Americans lo preach revolution. On 
the other hand, the results are much t)etter with respect to issues of search and seizure and the 
criminal Justice system. 

One might argue that If the citizens are as M-infonned atxMJt the Constitution and the political life 
of ttie nation as the Hearst report suggests, perhaps it is good that so few citizens actually take part 
In electoral politics. But to make this case is to miss the (xrint-nameiy, that both electk)n apathy 
and the woeful condltkNi of citizen knowledge atxxjt our constltutk)nai democracy may stem from 
the Inadequacy of cMc educatk)n in this cotmtry-that many citizens are apathetk: t>ecause they 
don't believe they can make a difference; that if they can't make a difference, why be bothered leam- 
Ing about the system, candUates, and Issues. 

What Young AduRt Know About the Constitution 

What do students know about the stnicture and functk>n of government? According to the 1976 
Matkmri Assessment of Educatkxial Progress (NAEP) survey, student knowledge of varkxis 
govemmental InstitutkHYS and their functtons was spotty at best. For example, only 65 percent of 13* 
year-ckto couM name the Senate as one or two parts of the natk>nal legislature. Even fewer students 
knew of that body's functk)ns; only 20 percent knew that the Senate approves treaties, and 24 per 
cent knew that the Senate must approve some executive appointments. Whie 88 percent of 17-year* 
dds could name the Senate as the second txxjy of the natkxial legislature, only 48 percent knew 
that the Senate approves some executive appointments and only 36 percent knew that the Senate 
approves treaties. 

According to the 1976 NAEP survey, only 40 percent of 13-year-olds (an imprr«/ement over 
1972) and 62 percent of 17-year-okls (a substantial decline) knew the Supreme Court can declare 
l9ws unconstltutkNiai. What was more, only 6 percent of 17-year-olds knew that a Supreme Court 
declsk)n requires the consent of a majority of justtees. Simlarty. 59 percent of 1 3-year-okto and 75 
percent of 17-year-oWs knew something of the llmitatkxis on the power of the presMent. Finally, only 
42 percent of 13-year-olds (a sut)stantlai decline from 1972) and 73 percent of 17-year-okls (also a 
sut)8tantUI decllne)couM provkle even a rudimentary definltkKi of the concept democracy. 

To be sure, one may wonder wtiettier ttiese standardized tests actually measure student achieve- 
ment with respect to the curricula to wfrich students are exposed and whetfier the tests move 
beyond the role recaN of S|.ieclfk: fcK^ual informatton. Yet gh^ the empfiasis that most American 
government arxl dvtes cou* ^es place, fc example, on the separatkxi of powers (as seen In both cur- 
riculum guMes and in dvk::} vnd goverrwnent textbooks), these scores must be disturbing. 

In terms of recognizing and valuing constltutkxial rights, the NAEP samples showed a mixed out- 
come. On the ono hand, both 13- and 17-year-oM students dU rather we> at klentlfying rights 
guaranteed the Constltutk)n. In general, over 70 percent of 13-year oMs knew the purpose of 
such rigfits specified In the Constkutkxi as freedom of rellgk>n, freedom of speech, and freedom of 
the accused ki a criminal case wMe evMence Is behig coNected. Among 17-year-okls, over 80 per- 
cent knew the purpose of rights fci the Constitutkxi. Finally, 81 percent of l3-year-okls and 83 per- 
cent of 17-year-okis understood the need for laws, the former score showing a large Improvement, 
the latter showing a significant decline when compared to eartier assessments. 

WhIe students scored relatlvely wen with respect to recognizing rights and freedoms guaranteed 
by the Constitutk)n, their valuing of those rights and prolectk>ns showed a somewhat different pk:- 
ture. Among i3-year-okls, 54 percent valued the right to publish critteism of elected offtoiais (71 per- 
cent valued the right to critkHze government in gerieral), 76 percent valued their right to express their 
views, 49 percent valued the right of a person to hokJ publto offk:e e'.en if they expressed disbelief in 
Go6, and 54 and 58 percent understood when and for whom assembly couki sometimes be 
prohibited. Perhaps more disturbing than these percentage figures is the fact that several questions 
showed slgnifteant decline from prior assessment periods. 

Among 17-year-okls, 87 percent valued the right to petition. 84 percent valued the Mea of teens' 
having rights simlar to those of adults, 76 percent valued the right of libraries to contain books 
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against democracy. 78 percent valued the right (In general) to criticize go/emment (whie 66 pei cent 
valued this right with respect to pubOc officials), and 60 percent valued th) right to freedom of the 
press. There were significant declines In scores on paitlcuiar questions, although they were not as 
steep among i7*year-oldsas 13-year-olds. 

These findings S3em to be consistent with those of Stanley M. Elam In "Antl-Democratic At- 
titudes of High School Seniors in the On^l Year." pul)iished In Phi Deim Kappan in January 1984. 
In 1983. Elam sought to replicate a 1951 poH of the Purdue Opinion Panel conducted by H. H. Rem- 
mers. whose work on assessing the opinions of American youth In the 1950s and 1960s was widely 
read and highly regarded. Elam found that wMe more American youths In 1983 believed In such 
basic dvl liberties as freedom of public speech and assembly as compared to those in 1951. a 
larger percentage were "wiing to allow a polioe search without a wanant. to deny legal counsel to 
criminals, and to accept restrictions on religious freedoms" (p. 329). Elam found these results to be 
disconcerting. Equally troubling was the fact that more responses fen m the uncertain category 
today than In 1951 . There may be a link between what Americar youth value and their apparent lack 
of partteipatton hi the polltk:al process. 

NAEP supplies InformatkHi concerning student knowledge of the electoral process and attitudes 
toward paitkdpatkxi that Is worth noting. Nearly all 13 and 17-year-okls couM name the U.S. presi- 
dent, but only 17 and 36 percent of 13- and l7-year-okls knew how the president is rnmrinated. a 
process surely more Important than simple name recognitkKi. At the same tkne. only 21 perc^ of 
13-year-olds and 48 peicent of l7-year-oUs couM name at least one of their senators or repre- 
sentatives. Of far greater signiftoance. whIe students couM Mentify the types of Infonnatlon neces- 
sary to obtain before voting (72 percent for i3-year-okls and 81 percent for l7-year-okJs). only 35 
percent of the younger students and 59 percent of the okJer group knew how to gather such informa- 
tk>n. Certainly these findings are disconcerting If we take seriously the dahn that one of the goals of 
socU educatkxi to the productksn of lifelong learners. 

With respect to their wMingness to paittelpate In the electoral process, only 26 percent of 13- 
year-olds and 47 percent of 17-year-olds believed they couki Influence local government dectek>ns 
and only 44 percent of the latter group thought they coukI influence natk)nal government decisk>ns 
(13-year-oids were not asked thto quc»tk)n). Furthennore. when i7-year-okJs were asked questkKis 
about their active parttelpatkxi In the pollttoal process. 57 percent saM they had signed a pAtltk)n. 15 
percdnt had written a government offteial. and 9 percent had helped In an actual eiectkm campaign. 

The State of ContUtutlonai Study 

As I suggested In the introductk>n. those concerned with voter apathy and lack of student and 
adult knowledge of the Constltutk)n and polltteal process have responded at at least two levels. 

With respect to the first level of analysto. the consensus view is probably dose to that of Mtehael 
Kammen who. In hto 1986 book A Machine That Would Go of Itself, argues that ''teaching the U.S. 
Constltutkm in jpvbUc schools has not been one of the great success stories In the htotory of 
American educatk)n" (p. 373). The ConstltutkMi." he adds, "to too often neglected or pooriy taught 
In American schoois" (p. 24). Rtehard C. Remy. a polltteal scienttot and noted social studtos 
educator, agrees with Kammen: in an arttole In the September 1987 Social Education, Remy argues 
that although the Constitutk)n has hekJ a firm place In elementary and secondary school curricula. 
"constHutk)nal educatkin has often suffered from routine treatment and neglect." The result ''has 
been massive puUte ignorance and misunderstanding of the Constitutk)n." "Most Americans today." 
he notes, ''are insuffteiently educated about their government." 

Perusing the past 100 years of American educatk>nal Mstory. Remy argues that current prob- 
lenrts with respect to precoHeglate study of the Constitutk>n have been enduring, rather than simply 
recent, phenomena. Remy persuasively argues that the defteiencies of ConstitutkKi study have 
resulted primarily from (1) the pattem of textbook treatment of the ConstitutkKi and constitutional 
bsues. (2) the separatton of Constitutk>n studies from citizenship educatk>n. a process begun during 
tha Progressive era. and (3) state cunlculum mandates, begun In the wake of Worid War I whteh 
produced a very natroH vtow of Constitutkin studies as Americanism and patriotism. The latter 
tended to reinforce "the dlsconnectk)n of constituttonal studies from contemporary tosues and politi- 
cal events already prevalent in textbooks and classroom lnstructk>n." On the other hand, as Remy 
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reminds us. this legacy has had a dual effect, since state mandates are slHI in effect and may serve 
as a solid legal foundation for improved Instruction about the ConstltutlrHi. 

In Octot>er 1980. Indiana University hosted a conference on Teaching the Constitution in 
American Schools, sponsored by Project '87. with funding provided by the Hewlett Foundation. The 
primary goals of the conference were to assess the status of teaching about the Constitution in 
secondary schools In the United States and to offer recommendations for needed programs and ac- 
tivities based on those findings. Of the seven papers prepared for that conference, two are of par- 
tknjiar Interest with respect to this volume of reviews on materials and books dealing with the Con- 
stitution. John J. Patrick analyzed the "Treatment of the Con8tltutk)n in American History 
Textbooks." and Rtehard C. Remy undertook a simVar analysis. Treatment of the Constitution in 
Civtes and Government Textbooks." 

Collectively. Patrick and Remy looked at four of the courses most frequently offered in American 
secondary schools. U.S. history is most often taught at both grades 8 and 1 1 . Students usually take 
civtes In grade 9 and U.S. govemntent in grade 12. For Patrick and Remy. these courses and their 
typk^l content were important sources for ascertaining the condition of ConstltutkKi studies in the 
United States. 

One other assumptk)n infomied their approach. Patrick argued that "basal textbooks used in 
secondary school American history courses are signlfteant indtoators of InstaictkHi about the Con- 
stitutton. According to several natkxi-wMe ^un^eys. textbooks are primary tools In curriculum plan- 
ning and day-to-day teaching." Remy concun^ed. arguing even more strongly that "the textbooks for 
the government and cMcs courses are the main indteators of what and how students are taught 
about the ConstitutkHi In such course^. This is because the hardbound textbook Is the dominant 
InstructkKial tool In teaching social studies." Therefore. If the prtonary instruments of Instruction 
(textbooks) of the predominant social studies courses in whk:h Constitutk>n study appears (U.S. his- 
tory, civtos. and government) are analyzed, one may be well on the way to ascertaining the relative 
condhkm of Constltutkxi studies hi the United States. 

The methods used by Patrick and Remy were virtually Mentteal. Each author chose Ave junior 
high school and five senkx high school textbooks. No attempt was made to discern the most wklely- 
sold books (since publishers rarely make such InfonnatkHi publte). but both authors were satisfied 
that the texts they chose were wUely enough used to be representative of their genres. Each author 
urxlertook a quantitative assessment of the contents of the textbooks by counting the number of 
pages devoted to Constltutk)n study (defined as the document Itself, the constttutkMial period, and 
subsequent evems. interpretatk>ns. and actk)ns that have shaped the contours of the Constitution 
over time). 

With respect to ConstKutton study in the U.S. history texts. Patrick found that from 7 to 1 1 per- 
cent of the 8th-grade lx)oks and from 9 to 1 1 percent of the nth-grace books were devoted to Con- 
stitutkMi study. Using simlar criteria. Remy discovered that from 12 to 21 percent of civtes and from 
12 to 23 percent of U.S. govemment books were devoted to constttutkKial toptes. To a certain ex- 
tent, judging these results may be a case of whether the pertlally-fM(KJ glass of water Is half-empty or 
half-full. On their face, these findings indte&. i that no excessive amount of narrative space Is devoted 
to such study In these textbooks. On the o. ler hand, these figures do not necessarily lead to the 
conduskxi that Insufftelent space is given to Constitutk>n study, partteularty when one considers the 
anBy of toptes. themes, and concepts that compete for textbook space and tlie real constraints con- 
fronting textlx)ok authors. Of far greater significance Is the quality of treatment of constltuttonai 
issues and themes; these both Patrick and Remy found wanting. 

Patrick's study revealed several general weaknesses wKh respect to textbook treatments of the 
constitutk)n. His primary conclusions were: 

1 . Textbook authors give Insufftoient attention to the positive aspects of govemment under the 
Artteles of Confederatton. 

2. The authors do not discuss the ambiguous division of powers between the national and state 
governments an an outcome of the constitutional convention and ratificatton struggle. 

3. They faH to connect this vagueness about the locus of sovereignty to further constitutional 
problems of the I9th century. 
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4. Textbook treatments of the ratification contest are brief, sh mow, and bland. Little of the drama 
of this momentous struggle Is provided. 

5. The concept of judicial review Is treated superficially. 

6. Thera Is scanty coverage of the amendments In textbook m tatlve. 

7. Supreme Court declstons tend to be treated superficially, and the constitutional bases and out- 
comes of major declsk)n '^re often glossed over. 

8. Some landm^ .kxis of the Supieme Court are omitted. 

9. NotaUo dissenting opinions are rarely, If ever, discussed. 

10. Few connecttons are made betwet i certain political events and constitutional changes. 

11. There Is little discussion of how the Constitution Is nrKxIifled infomially through custom and 
usage. 

12. The authors do not make conne^'tons between Meas and events of different eras. 

All of this was not to say that all the textbooks were all bad, or even partly so. Dc ,ptte the fact 
that textbooks were and apparently stil are the main drivers of curriculum declsk>ns In most 
American classrooms, textbooks perforce have to be *'all things to all people." Given the en- 
cydopedto nature of textbooks, space for any partteular topto or set of toptes Is short. 

Even a short perusal of current textbooks Indtoates that this may be the major problem. In 
several U.S. history textbooks consulted by this author, for example. The Federalist may be found, 
but no more than one sentence Is devoted to that politteal dasste. John Marshall and several of his 
major dectsk)ns are found in a single paragraph. What possible signlftoant learning can students 
bring away from reading that sentence or that paragraph In the textbook if that Is their only exposure 
to the kleas and controversies surrounding these topics? 

Remy concluded his report on cMcs and governments texts with a similar litany of weaknesses: 

1. The Constitutk)n*s significance Is overiooked. 

2. Constltutbnal content Is boring. 

3. Supreme Court cases and decisions are treated superficially. 

4. Connections are not made between related topics that appear in different sections of the 
textbooks. 

5. Comparisons are not made; the Constitution Is described In Isolation, with little or no 
reference to other pditteal systems. 

6. Useful opportunities are missed. 

What these results cry for are materials that teachers may use to supplement the textbooks. The 
materials Included In this volume of analyses. In part, may meet that need. 

A Broader Look at Civic Education 

Finally, although the nraterials analyzed In this volume may fHI some of the gaps In cun'snt cur- 
rteula, one other set of Issues Is Important to consMer-those concerned with cMc education In the 
broader sense. In a background paper prepared for the November 1987 National Conference on 
CMc Renewal, Fred Newmann has argued persuasively that ''citizenship education In schools has 
faNed to empower most of us to parttelpate productively In cMc life and that refomns such as newly 
required civtes courses or standardized exams on the Constitution (stej offer no solution." '^instead," 
Newmann continues, "substantial rethinking of the enterprise Is needed, t)eglnnlng with the klentiflca- 
tlon of fundamental Issues of citizenship In the modem United States but n^ected In educational 
programs." Newmann suggests that changing the content of the cunlculum wHI not do the trick; 
rather, "we must concentrate on the central Issues of pluralism, distributive justice, IndlvMual Inter- 



ests and collective responslbHity, and meaningful participation." in addition, ""the study of citizenship 
n^ust rely significantly upon laboratory experience and dlrecc practice." 



To be sure, Newniann's agenda is no small undertaking. On the other hand< the stakes are ex- 
tremely high. As Newmann reminds us, "democracy assumes a citizenry committed to liberty, 
equality and the common good, with an understanding that the state exists to secure individual 
rights and collective well-being, tfiat governments must be mn through consent and participatton, 
and that the advancement of these purposes requires broad access to infonnatlon relevant to public 
affairs.** Do Americans generally possess the knowledge, skills, and value commitments to fulfil 
these ends? How can we, as social educators, promote these things among those we touch? Defini- 
tive answers may never be adduced, but a strong case can be made for asking the questions.

sibilities as citizens. During the past two decades, law-related education has provided a renaissance 
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for those educators wtw want to help students understand the substance of our system and buNd 
the capacity for participation and commitment. 

Because IflE has had success In bringing innovation to the classroom, perhaps It can serve as 
a cataiVM for Improving constitutional studies as well. Perhaps a focus on the Constitution wHI lead 
to a new synthesis of thinking about citizenship education. 

One measure of law-related education's potential for providing constitutional studies Is through 
the materials that have been producer*. As is evidenced by this volume, the bicentennial has 
spawned a great number of new LRE .natorteis-most of them related to the Constitution. Whie the 
new resources add Important new content and ideas to the field, they do require thoughtful decision- 
making by the practttloner. The materials in this volume are not of equal quality. They reflect a range 
of ntfonales and social and polHteal concerns. WMe some ctassk: exercises and baste content are 
common to many materials, the practlttener can chose from materials that vary in content, currteuter 
design, and methodology. Some materials wwlth recent copyrights are little more than a reworking of 
activities that can be found elsewhere. Other programs have been produced for special events and 
are not suitable for integratton into the K-12 cunlculum. Careful examln&tkMi of the materials can 
provMe directten for the work that needs to be done, as wen as for those seeking to update current 
offerings. 

The problems that Kammen finds In materials used to teach the ConstltutkMi at other points in 
our history are sti with us. inaccurac«ec. lack of scholarship.veneratkMi of the ConstltutkMi vwllhout 
concern for understanding, and partisan approaches can be found In some of the materials. His ob- 
servatkxw about the presentation of the ConstltutkMi in the past provkJe an Interesting perspective to 
those who use this book In the 1980s. 

Part of the analysis process is to look at materials in the context in vwt*:h they were vwltlen. The 
development of law-related educatton materials spans a period of 25 or more years and reflects a 
wide range of Initiatives during LRE s short history. Throughout this period, materials development 
has been strongly influenced by societal concerns about the lack of puWte understanding of the rde 
of law hi our s(xlety. Each of the movements described below has Its own history and has resulted 
in some positive innovatknis. in the 1950s and 1960s. U?E was a rellectkMi of societal conwns and 
confltets over dvl liberties. The focus of the earty materials was the case study method and the Bll 
of Rights During the 19708. the vwir on crime reached the classroom. LEAA funding resiAed In a 
focus on delinquency preventkKi in the schools Separate courses in law became standard In many 
high schools, and elementary materials began to appear. 

During the teSOs. focus shifted with the recommendatkMis of natkMiai commisskMis calling for 
educattorari reform and the educatkMiai Initiatives of the Reagan administratton. The trend has beefi 
toward teaching law within required courses hi civtes. U.S. history, and American government, in- 
creased emphasis has been placed on the presentatkMi of content about our natkMiai heritage, par- 
tteulariy the U S. ConstltutkMi. At the same time, the delinquency preventkMi theme remains strong, 
with an emphasis on programs for "at risk" youth. The emerging products of the 1980s may be sup- 
plementary material that can be Infused In yeartong courses: all of the decades and ratkMiales men- 
tioned above are represented in these materials. 

Another pert of analyzing the materials in this volume is consWering new directkMis. The trend 
toward constltutkMial studies emphasizes the need for iaw-.elated educators to ask und answer 
several critted questkMis: 

. What H LRE and how i» the Conttltutton embodied in that deflnKion? What do we mean 
by cMc educatton anyway? in what way is the Constltulton the core of LRE? Do some parts 
of the ConstltutkMi deserve more attentton than others? What have we developed over the 
pest 25 years that we want to savor and keep? Whteh citizenship issues are neglected? What 
wori< is left to be done? 

• What LRE methodoiogiee are best tuKed to ConttHutton study? Are students developing a 
capacity for constitutional reasoning? Whteh approaches wHi prepare young people to sustain 
our rc>publte in the 21 st century? Are we effectively using new technologies? Are students 
teaming to make ethteai decisions? to participate? to make infonned chotees?

These posters are one of the few sets of visual materials related to the Constltutk)n or BRI of 
Rights and migM weH stimulate student interest. However, some of the llustratkNis do not deariy 
convey the intended Mea. For example, the drawing related to .he Seventh Amendment (trial by jury 
in civl cases involving a daim of more than $20.00) shows a hand hoMIng a $20.00 tin over a gavel 
resting on a book. One might think that this connotes "buying" justice. Consequently, teachers 
might use the posters selectively or use the Mustratk)ns to spari( students to create drawings they 
believe better represent the amendments.

The activities can be used together as a unit on the Constitutk>n or selectively to supplement 
other units. For each activity, the authors list the concept covered, the process ski developed, and 
the materials needed to cofr^jlete the activity. Step-by-step procedures are then provMed, as are 
masters for student handouts. Although the predominant nxxies of Instructkxi are reading and dis- 
cusskxi. students are also Involved in a range of other activities, including small-group work. Inter- 
vlev^. making buHetin boards, simulatkig the start-up of a new government, creating a timeline, 
and doing research. 

The authors of this book have taken a thoughtful and unusual approach to presenting the Con- 
stltutk)n to mkidie-level leamers. Although students may not gain as many detals about the Constltu- 
tkxi as they woukJ from some other materials, they wM likely have a deeper understandkig of the 
Constltutton's importance, as weH as the centrality of values to the Amerk^n system. The book can 
be highly recommended to teachers in grades 5-8. (LS)

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The materials, which are intended for students In grades 6-9, are accompanied by a t>rief 
16-page teacher's guide listing obfectives, answers to end-of-chapler questions, and suggested 
vocatxJary words for 14 one-day lessons. The Declaration of Independence Is Included In an addi- 
tional one^y lesson that mkw the text suitable for a three-weei< unit. The Constitution Is broken 
down Into smal related segments and annotated In two ways: (i ) with a sbnple paraphrasing of the 
document and (2) wkh exptanatlons. definitions, and baclcground materials. 

This text offers a somewhat tradMonal treatment of the Constitution and the division of powers In 
American government. The text is easy to read, graphicidy appealing, suitably Wustrated wkh black- 
and-white histork: and contemporary photograpto. and seemingly accurate In content. Although the 
end-of-chapter questfons are. In most cases, the generfo recall variety, many discusston questions 
require more conceptual understanding than students wM grasp using the text alone. For example, 
questtons such as "Do you think the Uea of tyranny of the majority shouM 
are apt to draw puzzled fooks from the average sixth-grader unless carefully rephrased by teachers. 
The strongest feature of the text b the brief suggestfon at the end of each ch^ 
activity. Hopefully, teachers wl embelish on these Mees by provMing addMonal readings, ample 
structure, opportunities for case study analyses. addltk)nai simulatton/gaming experiences, oppor- 
tunities for small-group discusskxi. and audfovisuai components for each lesson. (LH)

The book's concise and attractive appearance make it an appealing choice for supplnmental read- 
ings. However, teachers shouM take care to incorporate the indlvUual cl^ 
highly Interactive student readings rather than expecting students to read the materials cover-to- 
cover. The materials, though easy-to-read, are somewhat advanced conceptually for the average fifth- 
grader and wM In most cases need addlttomrf explanatfon and detnonstratfons.

These booklets provMe excellent teaching strategies, selected from the pages of Update, If your 
school or district has a subscriptk)n to the journal and back Issues are available, these booklets are 
superfluous. If you do not have access to the joumal, however, these materials are well worth the 
modest purchase price.

Nine chapters leading up to the chapter on ^'Making a Constitution** provMe a historical context 
for students to learn about the social dlmate of the constitutkHial era and the times that followed. 
The book Is Intended for student reeding and has no addttkxial teaching components. A comprehen- 
sive Index enables students to use the book as a referertce. Other features Include occask)nal maps 
and reproductkKts of documents, paintings, and lithographs. 

Although the content of this book Is somewhat traditk)nal In Its treatment of historical ''facts,*' It 
has value In that It retains historical quality despite slmplifteatk>n of the material for the younger 
reader. It is this reviewer's opink)n that although parts of this book are **dry,** the author does a good 
job of Interjecting personal diemmas feeing historical figures, thereby making the book more 
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readable than many of this sort. Teachers can capitalize on the material by assigning Individual 
chapters as readings or having students examine the many examples of primary source materials 
included In the publication. (LS)

In a review In Choice, the reviewer states: This beautiful book conveys a feeling for Washington 
the man and for the character of the American people who have memorialized him In song and story 
and with objects both greet and trivial.'* Examples of these objects shown In this bool< Include 
household fumlshlng from Mt. Vernon, a walldng sticl( given to George Washington by Benjamin 
Franldln. personal Items such as buttons, battle swords, a writing case, medals, clothing, musical 
Instruments, and diary entries. Innumerable reproductions of paintings, documents, musical scales, 
colonial handicrafts, posters, political cartoons, maps, lettprs. and account bodks help teachers 
show students what IKe war >H(e during the era when the Founding Fathers came together to crecte 
the Constitution. 

Although the book is not specifteally Intended for teachers. It Is the sort of book that most 
readers would find diffteult to put down. Incorporatton of such rich primary source materials and 
visuals into an already-exlsv(n£ iinK on colonial history and the U.S. Constltutk)n v^l greatly enhance 
student Interest in history. (LH)

Ing Our Heritage," however, are of the sort that could tal<e weel<s or even months, depending on the 
extent to which teachers embeiilsh and extend them. For example, activities such as '*hold a constitu- 
tional convention where rules are drawn up using procedures similar to those outlined In the first two 
experiences In thb bcKk" and "develop a hlstorymobHe exhibit to tal<e to schools, libraries, parl<s, 
and other public places" obviously require a great deal of preparation and teaching time.

Law In Action uses a wide variety of teaching procedures. Including reeding short passages, 
completing woritsheets (whteh are actualy part of the text), answering discusskm questtens, con- 
ducting role plays, disonsing moral diemmas and problems, analyzhg case studies, making col- 
lages, and writing letters. Several, community-Involvement projects are Included In each text. Mock 
trials and elections are major activities in two books. Specific Meas are provMed to help teachers 
use judges, law^, and other resource persons. Each sectten of the texts concludes with a test 
containing tnie-Mse items, matching Hems, crossword puzzles, short-answer compietten Items, and 
open-ended written exercises. Vocabulary exercises and a glossary are also Included. The teacher s 
editkm contain addlttonal InfonnatkNi on cases, discussion questkxis for probing key Issues, and 
InstructkNis for feclKatlng the Involvement activities. 

Ihe attractive Ibnnat and variety of activities contained In these texts shoukJ make them very 
appealing to many upper elementary and mUdle school teachers and students. One disadvantage of 
the fomwt Is that many of the lessons caH for students to write In their books. If teachers want to 
usethetexts with another dass or in other years, they must Instmct students to write on other 
sheets of paper or dupiteate some of the pages in the text. A major strength of these materials is 
that law concepts are frequently presented to that students can relate to them. For example, one 
activity explains how preosdent Is used In decWIng court cases; the next activity llustrates that the 
same princHiie is Imoortant In classroom discipline.

Although this Is the sort of material that students and teachers are most famllar (and comfort- 
able) with, many opportunities for utiizing more than superfk:ial-level thhiking skMs are lost. The 
wori(text. whteh is easy-to-read and somewhat fun for students, might best be suited for use during 
student free time or In conjunctkHi with a more thoughtfully planned unit on the ConstltutkMi in 
whteh students are actively engaged ki discusston. case study analyses, role playing, writing, and 
probienvsoMng. I\taterials such as these are recommended as a source of ski reinforcement only 
when used In con)unctk3n with well-Integrated units requiring high levels of student Invo^ement.

When documents are analyzed, a twoK^iumn forniat is used, 
with the lefthand column gMng actual text of the document, the right an explanatk)n In more easly 
understood language. The readings are foNowed by wori(sheets conlaMng many questk>ns requiring 
recall of content but others asking students to give their opinkxis or apply constHutkxial principles to 
modenHlay examples. The unit concludes with a Trivial PursuR" style game called "We the 
Peopie." The time rec^rad to complete lessons range3 from one to three dass periods. An answer 
key is provkied. 

This resource aims to cover the Constitutkm more comprehensively than many other publtea- 
tk)ns akned at the Intennediate grade levels. pravkJIng historical background and explanations of the 
entire ConstRutkm and all the amendments. Some coverage is better than others, however; for 
example, coverage of the "Lame Duck Amendment" is more extensive than coverage of the amend- 
ment granUng women the right to vote, a differential that is hard to justify. Consequently, teachers 
shouk) not rely on Otir LMng Constitution as their only source of material. The two-column fonnat 
used fot presenting documents is an Interesting approach that shouM be helpful to students. The 
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book's fomttrt also aUows the teacher flexibllty In use of the program. Unfortunately, the pages are 
visually rather duN and a number of the Mustratlons do not reproduce well. (LS)

This book wM not give students any depth of understanding of the Constltntton. The copy of the 
document Itself is not well enough annotated to make It useful for the kitended grade level. 
However, the suggested activities are varied and engaghg enough that kitermedlate-level students 
may become kiterestedki the ConsHtutkm and retain what they do learn In the program. (15)

This to not to say that segments of the text couM not 
provMe a valuable supplernent to classroom lessons or that teachers woukJ not consUer sorne sec- 
tkm valuable ki clarifying dUHcult-to-leam concepts. For the most part, however. It to thte reviewer's 
ophikNi that thte conceptually advanced easy-to-read approach to U.S. Nstory to better sufted to 
mUdle-schooto students and slow readers at the Ngh school level who need a chance to read and 
reread U.S. cokxilal htotory in a stralghtfonivard and weN-iustrated story nanatlve. 

The book does a good job of describhig the organlzatkm of the iegtolative. executive, and judi- 
cial branches of government and the many compromises needed to create agreement among the 55 
men struggling to create a new fonn of government. (LH)

This book Is not accompanied by any study gukles. questkm or other materiiris designed to 
enhance Its educatk)nal capebllty. Teachhig procedures and thne alkxxrtkNis are not suggested. 

The absence of student and teacher support materials weaken the educatkxiai applteatk)ns of 
this book. Shnpiy asMng students to read the book may or may not result hi thek graspkig the major 
thrusts of the material. The book's descriplkm of both positive and negative uses of presklential 
power is commendable, although the balance Is decMedly hi fcnftx of showhig presMentU 
a benefteial Hght WMi careful plannbig and teacher-developed materiiris. this text couM be used to 
help students grasp the evolutkxi of presklential powers. (6DQ)

Constititfon and Its amendments are hiduded hi the text, as is a list of further readhigs. 

Designed to b«roduce the histoiy. devekipment. and ratifteatkm of the U.S. ConstltutkMi. this 
book can be used as supplemental reodhig hi American history or government classes, as can the 
other books hi the series. No suggestkxis for classroom use of the book are provUed. 

It is hard to get past Sgroi's assertfon that "(AJfter the war. the natk)nal govemment had failed 
under the Artk:ies of ConfederatkNi because...." Many historians now believe the govemment had 
not faled: rather, it was usurped by the ratlfteatkNi of the Constltutkxi by nhie of the thirteen states 
from 1787 through 1789. The book combhies the saM and poiitteal history of the period so that stu- 
dems get to see the framers hi the context of thek I abks and surroundbigs. as weH as their polltteal 
Ueals and goals. Students wM enjoy the photographs of primary documents such as the cover 
pages to Thomas Pakie's Common Sense and Hamlton's The Federalist. The reading levei is rather 
Ngh for the hitended audience lowever.

The guide suggests a variety of activities. Four activities, each requiring two to tliree class 
periods to complete, look at dassroom/school governance topics as examples of constKutkNial 
issues. Toptes covered at the elementary level are voting and dress codes; at the secondary level 
the topics are freedom of i. ^ press as It relates to school newspapers and a case In whteh the prom 
was canceled because of class-cutting. A fHth activity looks at how groups can get their standaids 
adopted as polkrir. These five activities are followed by a set of school-related "sltuatkxis" designed 
to stimirtate discusskxi of constitutk)nai issues. The guMe ends with a series of "nuggets" to give 
teachers Ideas for ways of demonstrating how the ConstitutkMi affects our everyday lives. 

NCCJ's natkxwvMe campaign, whie It might be perceived as "gimmteky" by some, may indeed 
stimulate student biterest in the Constitution In a way that simply reading about It cannot. The 
proviskxi of teaching activities in coi^unctton with the campaign is a vvorthwhie effort, partteulariy 
because of tfie activities' focus on school-related constKuttonai issues. (LS)

each lesson. Some features of the woridext include bokJfcice print, pditk^l cartoons, crossword puz- 
zles, timelines, and a graphte eesy-to-read depk^ of each sectkm of the Constitutton. Unit head- 
ings include: (1) "The Preamble and Arttele I -How are the Laws Made?"; (2) "Arttele 2 -How Does 
the ExeciMve Branch Work?"; (3) "What Is the Judtoiai Branch and How Does It Work?"; (4) "Artteles 
4. 5. 6. and 7 -How Can Our Govemnwnt Work Best?"; (5) "The ConstHuttonal Amendments"; and 
(B) The Dedaralton of Independence." 

No guidelines are given as to time allocatkm for teaching this material. Although the publisher 
specifies this wori(text to be at a reading level of grade 5-6. It Is not dear whether this is the 
intended audience, since the publk»tk>n is both advanced and substantive enough to be used with 
okJer students. Like most worktexts. there is a fair amount of reading and writing required. Although

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activities in many cases require traditional recall and low-level thlnldng skHis, a surprising number of 
activities require higher level critical thlnldng skills. For example, students frequently write a passage 
expressing their opinton about topk^s such as who shouM not be allowed to be preskJent and how 
the preskJent shouM be pakl. They then compare and contrast their kJeas with the "Constltutton's 
answers** and draw conciusk)ns. On several occasions, students are asked to interpret polltlcai car- 
toons, make inferences, and be the judge of ethteal and legal diemmas presented in brief case 
study analyses. In one instance, students are presented with statisttes dMignating the number of 
electoral votes In 1800 and asked to deduce, using these figures, what the problem was that led to 
the creatkNi of the I2th Amendment. 

Desr occask)nal lapses into trivial recall questk^ns, the materials are interesting enough and 
conttmtHaden enough to be both adaptable to other grade levels and desirable In tenns of student 
involvement. The materials wouW perhaps be better suited to younger students had the publishers 
made the Constltutk>n more directly related to chRdren's everyday lives. Teachers may want to 
embeHlsh on this weakness by provWIng concrete examples of how the ConstltutkMi influences 
children and avenues open to them to influence govemment. (LH)

Many 
masters are provided for reproduction, although several use a gray background that does not 
always reproduce weN on school machines.

The remaining three sectkMis provk^^ ^''structlonal activities. The first of these sectkxis contains 
seven vocabulary-development exercise., .iidudlng puzzles, word scrambles, traditional matching 
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exercisM. and a deflnMon game. The next section contains "Critical and Creative Thinking Skill 
Activities." Among these activities are composing constitutional riddles, creating a dialogue between 
two characters of the period, distinguishing fact from opink>n, paraphrasing passages from the Con- 
stitution, creating a polMcal cartoon, and debating. The final section presents rather detaled Instruc- 
tions for conducting a mock conventkxi. 

It is difflcult to see why. except for the advanced (grade 9) reading level, this book is identified 
as particuiarty appropriate for gifted students. It seems likely that most students would find the con- 
tent coverage- which Is not comprehensive- rather dry. It also seems likely that those activities that 
gifted students would find engaging -and there are a number of Interesting activity suggestions- 
wou> j also be enjoyed by average students. The ideas for enacting a nrK>ck convention should be 
quite useful to teachers Interested In such an endeavor. (LS)

Elementary teachers may find a portkxi of each lesson suffteient for their students, whereas 
mkkHe school teachers may wish to use the entire lesson and extend the leaming by choosing from 
the list of suggestkm. In addltk)n to the lessons and teaching suggestkxis. this gukJe contains infor* 
mation on the creatkxi of the Constitutkm. strategies for teaching with visuals, and a list of resources 
for teaching about the ConstltutkKi. 

It is this reviewer's oplnk>n that these materials are excellent in terms of process as well as con- 
tent. Leaming strategies Involve % nopnber of active leaming strategies such as case study analyses, 
drawing concluskm alxxjt cotomal times by scrutinizing historic paintings, parttelpating in a survey 
of pubite attitudes on contemporary issues, exambiing politteai cartoons for constitutbnal messages, 
discusshig hypothetk»l scenarios, conducthig oplnkx) poHs. and Interviewing law authorities. It is evi- 
dent from this publlcatkyi that the co-authors not only have extensive teaching experience, but also 
successful careers as authors of chlMren's bool(s. teacher's gukJes, and curriculum supplements.

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Teachers wM find this volume useful primarily for the excellent, short introductory overview and 
for the cross-reference c The chart mal(es it easy to puH out two or three issues, locate the posi- 
tion papers, and ^;ve them to small groups of students for discussion or 6etoeXe. 

For those wtio prefer, or ei^oy woridng with primary sources, this is an excellent source for Anti- 
Federalist thought, both during and after the convention. These documents are more accessiUe In 
this volume tf«n In Storing's seven-volume complatlon and are physlcally easier to handle than !n 
Kenyon's anthology. The "Index of Ideas" Is very complete and helps analyze specific Issues In 
detal beyond the already viriuaUe cross-reference chart.

As with other works on the Antl-Federailsts reviewed in this voiunf>e. Kenyon's work may be too 
spedaiized for wMe high school applteatk)n. Her Introductory essay provMes a basis for a deeper 
polltteal analysis of Anti-Federalist thought than Is often presented In textlx)oks. 

Kenyon's original essay helped spari( the critical reevaiuatkMi of Beard's classic An Economic 
Interpretation of the Constitution. Ketiyon not only demonstrates that the Antl-Federailsts had real. 
sut>stantlve reservatkxis to the Cor^utkxi. but that many of the issues they raised are central to 
polltteal discourse even today. The documents demonstrate "reasoned analysis" and "unreasoned 
assertkxi" that were characteristte of both opponents In the ratKteatkm struggle. (RDL)

Main Mentifies seven key reasons for the ultimate faHure of the Anti- 
Federalists: (1) communtaBtkMis. both private and newspapers, were so slow that Antl-Federailsts 
couM not get accurate informatk)n; (2) most newspapers were pro-Constltutk)n; (3) the Federalists 
had superior organlzatk)n; (4) the Federerilst leaders enjoyed superior social, economk;. and pollttoal 
prestige among the voters; (S) an eariy momentum for ratifteatkm was established by the votes In 
Delaware. Pennsylvania. New Jersey. Georgia, and Connectteut; (6) amendments were promised; 
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(7) Anti-Federalists were undemiined by iheir agreement that there was a real need for a poltticai 
change. OveraN, Main concludes that the ratification stmggle was a contest between the commercial 
and noncommercial elements of the population. 

Teachers wW find this volume useful as background on the Anti-Federalists. The conclusion and 
bibliographic essay provide a basis for dass discussions, especially in advanced placement classes. 

Main's wort( has been augmented by several more recent studies, but he provides a basis for 
understanding the reevaluatlons of the conflicting accounts of Beard and MacDonak). Main's primary 
findkig is that dass differences dM exist and dM play a major role in the ratlftoatkxi process, 
although not In the fonn portrayed by Beard. Some of the limltattons of this study, noted by Main, 
have been overcome In later works through a greater accesslMlty to Anti-Federalist writings. (RDL)

The book is a com- 
prehensive resource, provkJing Ave chapters on the events and revolutton in pdltteai thought leading 
up to the Constltutkxial ConventkMi, one chapter on the conventkxi KseW, one chapter on ratlfteatkKi, 
and one on establishment of the new government and passage of the BIR of Rights. ThrougfKXJt, the 
author draws on recent scholarship in such areas as the phlosophteal underpinnings of the Constltu- 
tton. the Importance of the state constltutton devek>pment process to parttoipants in the conventton. 
and the valWIty of the Anti-Federalists' contrlbutkMis. The work is extensively footnoted and thor- 
oughly Indexed. A chnxiology of relevant events from 1634 to 1792 Is appended, as Is a list of 
delegates to the conventton. 

The book wouki serve as a useful source of infonnatton for teachers desiring more depth of con- 
stltuttonal knowledge or understanding of recent scholarship t»efore they embari< on a unit about the 
document. It coiM also be used as a source for student research projects or supplementary read- 
ings for able high school students. 

Bernstein's book Is written in a style that is understandable without sacrlftoing scholarship. His at- 
tentton to newer historical wori< makes the book especially useful In balancing some of the dassto 
writings on the Constltutton, whteh, whNe provkJing a wealth of Informatton, do not account for his- 
torical research of the past several decades. Because of the breadth of the content covered, the 
book woukl also be a good candklate for perusal by those teachers who have time to read only one 
of the many avalaUe wori(s on the Constitutkxi. (LS)

The author clearly favors a llberai-flexible nrKxJe of Interpreting the ConstltutkHi. That bias is 
never expltoMy stated except through the issues and lnterpretatk)ns highlighted In the often- 
deprecating cartoons. Many condusioris. prese^ited as uncontested tact, are tar more controversial 
than implied. An example that demonstrtites mnlmal acknowledgment of alternative viewpoints 
occurs on page 163 in a discussfon of the Bll of Rights: "Well renutated also means that gun control 
is an absolute necessity (Sorry. National RHIe Associatk)n)/ That may be a noble and worthy 
oplnk)n. but actual experience shows that someway, for some reason, the reality Is different. The 
Issue surely deserves a more extensive treatment In the ctassroom. The text thus wori(s best as a 
discussion-provoker. (RDI^

Some of 
the Meas require little teacher preparatkm (e g., having gifted students create a book about the Con- 
stitutkHi suitable for first- and second-graders or faditating a panel dlscusskxi on the que^kin 
"What If the Constltutk>n had been written by women?"). Other activities, such as studying the 
architectural styles of the 1 780s or examining textbooks produced during the 1 700s and 1 800s. 
require more preparatkMi time and possible flekl trips to gather or examine primary source materials. 

The Meas In tnis booklet are excellent and well-conceptualized for the teacher willing to spend 
the time In lesson development needed to Implennent these kJeas. In most cases, suggesttons are 
general enough that they couki be translated to the study of other historical events by changing 
dates, substituting toptos. and making minor changes In names and places.

Ame»^can politics or American government at the high school level, it presents a multidimensional, 
balanced picture of the American political procesc and Its major actors. Articles have been written 
specifically with a high school audience In mind and thus are readable and understandable at that 
level. Effort is made to explain complex or unfamWar concepts within the context of the article. The 
annual revision of this text ensures that case studies and Infomnatlon and issues treated in the 
aittdes wW be fcimHIar and relevant to stuoents. if used as a basic text for a political science or 
government course, this reviewer recommends that efforts be made to supplement the readings and 
activities with enhancement activities and projects. Current^events aciMies could be easily 
developed on topics covered In the text; charts, graphs, and cartoons included In the readings lend 
themselves to skW activities.

The obligatory text of the Constitution and list of delegates to the conven- 
tion are also Included, as Is a comprehensive index. 

This tpvt is a nice combination of brevity and completeness. The readable style would be espe- 
cially attractive to average readers, without obscuring the details necessary to capture the controver- 
sial aspects of the document. 

Mable's footnotes and annotated bibliography reveal some schdariy deficiencies. Most of the 
cited works are representative '^f popular or dated interpretations of history. Her repeated citation of 
Beard Is the most obvious example. StHi, she avoids the pitfall of over-confidence in her secondary 
sources. The chapter on the Ideal and the reality of American use and abuse of the Constitution 
provides riterlal for classroom discussions in a compact and to-the-point manner. (RDL)

Com- 
p^dtlng the three sets of questtons In each unit would probably require most students two dass 
periods plus research time. The teacher's gukle provkies an answer key for all the exercises. 

Students who complete this wori<book would !eam a great deal about the Constitution. Its 
applteatlon to problems, and Its historical roots. However, students are likely to become bored with 
the program if it Is n. r Interspersed with more Involving activities. To achieve maximum benefit, 
teachers shoukJ plan to use this material, with a number o^ other teaching strategies.

Each concept section runs through a very basic exploration M Issues 
and topics centered on the kientified concept. An Interesting addition to each section Is a discussion 
of the appllcatton of each democratic concept to the school setting, both In content terms and In the 
structure of the dass process. 

This brief work provkjes a quick outline of some basic constitutional topics. The brief treatment 
risks over-simplification and misstatement -as In the often beleaguered and misunderstood ''failure" 
of the Artteles of Confederation. The questton-answer format, adopted so that the stuosnt would "not 
look upon the material as a drag," Is cute. An Important aspect of the booklet Is the emphasis on 
Infusing constituttonal literacy across educational disciplines and at every level of a student's educa- 
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tlon. Equally Important are the suggestions for Implementing democratic processes In the class- 
room. The Idea of a very content-specific re-.-^w unK In the teacher certification program provides an 
excellent model for other states to follow.

He provWes only cryptic references to foreign 
poltey, as an example of problem 1 and to the Depresston and Watergate as an example of 
problem 3.

The CoNiers expllcMy distance themselves from a psychohistorical Interpretation of the 
convention and the Framers but they do feel It necessary to "show who the Founding Fathers were.** 
Decision In Philadelphia has four parts: the baci(ground of and reasons for the convention; the 
dash between the Interests of small states and large states; North vs. South; and the allotment of 
power between levels of government. Overall, this is an essentially positive view of American life at 
the time of the convention, and the authors view the Constitution as a "masterworl(...and no mere 
legal document." 

The book is dearly written, well organized, and Intended for the general, nonscholariy audience. 
Secondary school teachers at all levels wM find It useful. The authors dalm a series of original Inter- 
pretation of the Framers and of key compromises during the convention. Therefore, pending 
scholars' judgment of It. an evaluation of the merit of this bock for coHege-tevel courses awaits. 

There are better accounts of the convention (Miracle at Philadelphia) and less Interesting narra- 
tives (A More Perfect Union). Decision at Philadelphia fits into the middle ground here; it Is an 
acceptable and occasionally engaging account of the creation of the Constitution. (JSH)

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cial interest in the constitutionai arena is part 1, 'Out of the Past." which discusses the "pecuiiar in- 
stitution" of slavery and constitutional approval of It during the pre-CMI War era. (JSH)

Chapters are followed by worksheets that provide 
opportunities for students to define legal and general terms, answer factual questions. fHI In blanks, 
do a puzzle or word scramble, or complete an activity such as conduct a poll, prepare a report, or 
do ottier Independent research. One section of this end-of-chapter material Is called "Let's Talk It 
Over." It is here that teachers become Involved with their students. The teacher's guides for the 
various modules contain rather extensive discussions of the various questkKis. providing Information 
teachers can use In leading effective discussions. The guides contain, as well, an Introductory sec- 
tk>n to assist the teacher and deflnlttens and answers to the factual end-of-chapter materials. Also 
included In each is a general achievement test containing true/false, multiple chok:e. completton. 
and matching Items. The Introduction to Law teacher's gukle Includes additional reading sugges- 
tk)ns for each chapter; the Student Rights and Responsibilities and Family Law guides list readings 
and cKe cases for the entire unit. 

This curriculum shouki be useful for teaching about the legal system of the United States. The 
content is accurate, factual, and up-to-date. Many of the legal terms and concepts may be unfamiliar 
to teachers with only general social studies back^'^ounds. It Is. therefore, partlculariy important for 
teachers to carefully read all of the introductory Informatton and to try to anttolpate the questions stu- 
dents may have. Teachers who admit quite candkliy to their students that the study of these 
materials is going to be a leaming experience for them as well as for the students may be the most 
successful with the cuniculum. It would also be useful to contact a practicing attomey who would be 
willing to answer specifte questions over the telephone or come into the classroom and lead a dls- 
cusakH).

Intended to accompany eight Issue booklets (also compHed and published under the title Redis- 
covering the Constitution] see entry 102), this teacher's guide provides a step-by-step guide to using 
the Jefferson Meeting to teach about the Constitution. Organized Into four parts, part 1 gives Informa- 
tion on how to intdgrate a Jefferson Meeting on the Constitution Into course plans. Part 2 designates 
student roles In the Jefferson Meeting, four basic steps of the Jefferson Meeting, and possible 
activities. Suggestions for using the Jefferson Meeting In altemative settings are offered In part 3. 
The guide concludes with a list of audiovisual and print resourcer. 

Although the publishers do not specify the Intended grade level of the materials, the teacher's 
guide ap|)ears to be written for teachers of high school as a supplement to coursewori( on Constitu- 
tlonal history and American government. While no specific guidelines are given concerning tlnf>e 
requirements, a broad 10-day framewori( Is suggested. The materials are most effective with stu- 
dents who have developed a knowledge of the Constitution itself, the structure of American govern- 
ment, and the events and circumstances sunoundlng the Phladelphia convention of 1787. The eight 
discussion guides accompany the teacher's guide are described by the publishers as a very Impor 
tant part of the program. Each guide discusses a reform proposal by examining relevant sections 
and provisions of the Constitution, the Intentions of the Founders, the "problem- the: ha« led to 
proposals for change, and the history of these proposals up to the present. The guides provide a 
balanced discussion of each proposal for change. 

Participation In a Jefferson Meeting gives students the opportunity to develop and apply impor- 
tant analytical skills. During the committee meetings and debates students must select, research, 
and defend a position on a constitutlonal Issue. The materials are strong In their facilitation of 
process. For example, students identify and clarify issues, ask appropriate and searching questions 
and evaluate the consequences of alternative positions. On the down side, however, the discussion 
guides provided as the content for this Important process are highly academic; when using them 
with less than advanced students, teachers wHI need to select and capitalize on key passages, offer 
visual assistance and careful explanatton of concepts, ensure additional discussion of the Issues, 
and remain cautk^us about assigning unassisted and unsupplenf)ented readings. 

In conclusion, it Is this reviewer's oplnk^n, that while the Jefferson Meeting can be used as a valu- 
able means of facilitating fruitful discussion and classroom process, the content of the readings Is 
too advanced for most high school students and should not be used v^hout careful teacher prepara- 
\ton and supplemental case studies and examples. (LH)

The 
first section Is titled "The Courtroom as Theater: The Curtain Rises" and focuses upon the trial 
process, examination of the setting and such participants as the defendant, prosecutor, defense 
attomey, judge, witnesses, victim, the public, and the press. This section also describes 'he trial 
process and examines plea bargaining. The second section. entHled "The Courtroom as Theater: 
The Curtain Falls" focuses upon events after a defendant Is found guilty. This section presents Infor- 
mation aboLt sentencing and punishment, devoting three chapters to capital punishment. The third 
section considers the concept of due process as it relates to the operation of the juvenile court sys- 
tem. Separate chapters examine due process rights of juveniles, the nature of proof In delinquency 
proceedings, jury trials In juvenile proceedings, the transfer of juvenile cases to criminal court, and 
compensation for victims. The final section examines the operation of due process within schools 
with regard to suspensbns. expulsions, corporal punishment, and questions yet to be answered by 
the -^urt. Appendices contain the transcript of a criminal case, the constitutional amendments cited 
In the text, a glossary, a bibliography, and a table of cases cited In the text. 

The text Is designed to be used In a read-and-dlscuss fonnat. OuestlDns designed to stimulate 
discussion are Interspersed throughout the text. In a section of the text covering the victim's role In 
criminal court proceedings, for example, students are asked to express their opinions regarding 
defense strategies In attempting to get victims to "break down" on the witness stand, the balancing 
of the defendant's due process rights and the victim's Injury, and the trend toward compensation of 
victims. No teacher's guide is available, and thus no supplemental act;vL'«-s suggested. 

Justice: Due Process of Law Is unique In the field. In that it does not devote attention to the 
specifics of criminal and civH law. but rather focuses upon the processes used to ensure justice. In 
so dc!..g, it provides an exceptionally detailed analysis of Supreme Court decisions influencing the 
evolution of due process. Its treatment oi due process within the school Is partlcularty noteworthy. It 
Is unfortunate that no teacher's guide providing background Information and supplemental activities 
Is available. Such a guide would strengthen the prograr considerably, allowing teachers to make 
the most effective use of the text and alle/lating the re t!veness of a strict read-and-dlscuss for- 
mat. Numerous avenues for experiential learning are ci^ ibie, but teachers will have to spend con- 
siderable time planning for them If they use this text.

A final activity entitled "You Be the Judge" allows stude.as to apply the con- 
cepts and sl<His learned from each case study. Each chapter contains a content summary, a self- 
check, and suggested activities. These activities can be used by the teacher as homewori< assign- 
ments or to extend and enrich regular teaching procedures. The teacher's gukle suggests methods 
for presenting the various case materials; examples are reading the text, acting out the scene, con- 
ducting a mock trial, and discussing the questions. Activities for younger students are suggested In 
each chapter of the guide; these can be used at lower grade levels or with less-able students. 
Answers to all questk)ns In the student text are provided In the guide. 

As noted In the overview, teachers often need help In integrating ancillary subject matter Into 
regular courses. These materials are an excellent first step In providing that help. The content Is 
doseiy related to that of most American history texts and a good beginning Is made on the integra- 
tion process. Teaching strategies are not detailed and explicit, so teachers wHI stN! be required to do 
some planning before using these materials.

There are also problems or questbns throughout the text that encourage students to think about 
what they read and how it may be ^^elevant to their own lives. The teacher's manual has answers and 
further dlscucslon questions tliat correspond to the problems In the student book. 

in a society of consumers, it Is vital for students to learn abcut the laws that govern that aspect 
of their lives. Teenagers are active consumers Television, radio, and magazine advertising Is often 
aimed at them.

Each lesson Ir^volves students in defining core Ueas to "establish a context" for examining 
excerpts from 7hf / Federalist. Every excerpt Is followed by questk)ns that help students use Meas 
from the essay. For each lesson, the following aMs are provided for teachers: "Preview of Main 
Points." "Cunlculum Connectton," "Objectives." "Suggestkxis for Teaching the Lesson," and Wack- 
iine masters for tlie student reading and quesi.ons. Reading, discusskxi, and writing are the instruc- 
tkMial strategies empteyad in the lessons. 

This publteatkHi does indeed fM a gap found in virtually all history and government texts. The dif- 
ftoulty of the lessons may Indk^ate why that gap exists: The Federalist Papers and the Meas they 
embody may not be explainable at a high school level. Only teachers wfth able, vert>al students wHi 
be likely to find these lessons readly usable in the high school classroom. (LS)

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The actual text related to the Constitution Itself provides little that Is either partlculariy Insightful 
or new. However, such features as thumlmil sketches and pomalts of the delegates tc the conven- 
tion, a look at tashkMisand feds In 1787. dippings from newspapers of the day. and a step-by*step 
descrlptkm of how a case progresses through the Supreme Court provUe motivating teaching tools 
for secondary teachers. The many beautifully reproduced Slustratkxis alone make the volume worth 
having.

What 
have Amerteans known and not known? What have been the consequences of the curkKJS blend of 
reverence a. kJ Ignorance of the Constltutk)nf? Is culturd constltutkNialIsm In the United States distinc- 
tive, or does It have paraleis elsewhere? Kammen's answers are devek)ped from more popular level 
sources than have tradWonaly been used for constKutkNial scholarship. He was more Interested In 
Reader's Digest and 77ie Saturday Emtlng Po^ presentattons of oonsdtutk)nal discusskms than the 
legalistk: prose of law proiesskxials. V(/hle the book Is wel ressarched and quite readable, this 
reviewers feels that Kammen may have reached "down" only to a mkfcMe level of American society in 
hissearchforthehnpactof thAConstitutkxi on Anrierican culture. A deepw more popUar level- 
less accessible to tradltkmri rsbearch - Is yet untapped. The various discusskm of the llmted suc- 
cesses and dramatte feilures of anniversary observatkm make sobering reading for those involved 
In similar preparatk)ns today.

There are no questkKis or activities in the text to con^espond with the material In the text. 

Skousen seeks to ffll a voU in America's educatkxi of Its chikJren. who evkJently have fallen prey 
to apologists who Ignore America's greatness. To do this, Skousen takes whole sectk)ns from the 
books of historians of another day who agree with his archak: worid view. For example. Skousen 
quotes Fred Albert Shannon s Economic History of the People of th^ United Smtes from 1934 in stat- 
ing ''As lO the kitbnacy of relattons between the owners and their uiaitels. not only dU Negro 'mam- 
mies' suckle the chMren of their masters, but It was no disgrace foi the {white] mistress to act as 
wet nurse for a suddenly orphuned pkAaninny" (p734.) In discussing the 13th Amendment. Skousen 
conrmients that ''ft is imeresbng that hi the history of the United States not all the slaves have been 
black. In the earty settlements hi America many of the cok)nies had wNte slaves or persons who had 
been sold Into peonage" (p. 720). Were there any whKe slaves at the time of the Revdutton. or when 
the Constitution was written, or. more Importantfy for Skousen s subject, at ttie time of ttie I3th 
Amendment? Skousen sees Megal aliens as a threat to our national security. He mentions ttiat some 
of ttie "several mMkxi" iegal aliens hi this country have been here so long ttiat some people want to 
let them slay. "However, It Is recognized thai a massive wave of »&gat aliens banded togettier with 
hostite or vtolent attitudes toward the United States couM be a serious ttireat to the htemal security 
of the country" (p. 414). This book warrants no more room hi our publk:atk)n, nor does It merit 
buyhig. (MEG)

The bibitography. with Its 235 primary and 161 secondary sources, is a valuable teacher's tool 
hi itself. Each chapter deals with a specifte aspect of the Constitut'on's development rendering each 
separately useful as a resource for tenn papers. 

The extent of McDorerid's research Is Impressive. The book averages two annotated footnotes a 
page, in part "so that the reader can see for himself just what a rich store of materials the founders 
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bequeathed to us." Throughout the book the author offers Insight Into the 18th-century meaning of 
critical words (rights, llbeity, and (property, for example) and repeatedly puts the reader Into the con- 
text of the time for greater understanding. For a scholarly volume dealing with Intellectual history, 
this book Is remdrkaUy readable.

The authors cautkKi that they focus on "the generally 
accepted poatOonT In most cases and that local and state variatk>ns wM be found. The authors also 
warn that some of the actual and hypothetteal cases dea^ ^/!t:i controversial topics, which some 
people nfiay consider offensive. 

Personal Law Is a standard textbook with "questions and problems" at the end of each chapter 
and a teacher's guide containlrig answer^ lo ihose questions and problems and chapter tests that 
can be used to test student Icnowledge. individual reading and dass discussions are, therefore, 
assumed to be the main teaching procedures used. There are no suggestions for additionai 
activities. The narrative presentation at the end of chapter exercises, however, do focus on under- 
standing and application of principles, rather than on mere menxxizatlon of facts. The questions and 
problems include spedHc cases for wNch students are asked to render a decMon using tfie prin- 
ciples learned In the chapter. These exercises also Include some value questkxis for dIscusskMi. 

This pubik:atk)n contains a wealth of practtoal InformatkKi concerning legal principles related to 
most aspects of people's social and business lives. The narrative and the exercises used In the text 
focus on understanding and applying bask: legal principles, not just menrKxizkig facts and cases. 
The reading level, conceptual difficulty, and lack of classroom activities, however, make tf>e text 
nwe appropriate for use with college students than with aH but the nrK>st able high school students. 
The inclusk)n of toptes that many communities might deem unacceptable for high scfK>ol age 
chMren couM make adoptkxi and use of this as a baste text controversial in many schools. Perhaps 
the most useful applk:atkxi of Personal Law at this level wouki be as a teacher resource and 
reference book for courses on government and the law. IndlvMual teachers coukJ select and use 
cases and readings related to toptes that most closely fit their cunlcuia, the Interests of their Mu- 
dents, and the views of their communities.

This book is suitable for neariy all secondary school students. The text is simply written and 
dearly understandable. This is not a schdariy wori<: the chapter titles (e.g. "The Case of the Copper- 
head Consprator") hint at the intended audience. The book wori<s well as supplemental reading on 
the ConstKutkMi. 

Quarrels is a revised and expanded verston of the 1962 editton. This edItkHi includes a new 
essay on the Dred Scott Case and four new chapters on contemporary Supreme Court rulings This 
book succ ssfully brings complex constltutional law down to the lay person s level It is superiily 
edited, although there is some inevitable unevenness due to the wide range of authors and subject 
iTidtldr.

It Is 
useful to treat these materials separately, primarily so that educators ar^ aware that the two titles In 
actuality represent one set of materials. 

In this volume, the text of the eight discussion guides are published as separate chapters: (1) 
"To Make and to Altc ^eir Constitutions of Government: Article V and Amendment by Convention,'' 
(2) "The Plain Simple ^ Hiess of Election: Presidential Election and the Republican Prmclpie," (3) 
"So Great a Power to Any ^''^gle Person: The Presidential Temi and Executive Power," (4) ""The 
Root of Republican Government: Tenns of Office In the Legislative Branch," (5) "During Good Be- 
havior: Judlciai Independence and AccountaMKy." (6) To Control the Abuses of Government: The 
Veto and the Separation of Powers." (7) To CoHect the Wisest Sentiments: Representative Govern- 
ment and Direct Democracy," and (8) The Mischiefs of Faction: Campaigns. Money, and the Public 
Good." At the end of the book are two brief guUes to organize a Jefferson Meeting. The first guUe 
discusses how to organize a community Jefferson Meeting for adults. The second addresses ways 
of organizing classroom jefferson Meetkigs for students In high schools and colleges. The text con- 
duoes with the text of the U.S. ConstRutkxi as amended. 

The Jefferson Meeting on the ConstRutton opens with discussk>n In "issue committees." each of 
whteh examines a parttoUar proposal for changing the ConstKutkxi. After some discussion, mem- 
bers of each Issue committee divMe into "pro" and "con" groups, with the pro group tavoring a 
proposed change and the con group opposbig It. These groups wori^ to prepare a series of brief 
speeches that wM set out the kev arguments supporting their point of view. During the plenary ses- 
sion, all the partk^nts from the various issues committees come together for debate and dlscus- 
sk)n. Each Issue Is called to the floor In tum. The floor Is then opened to comments and questions. 
No motkxis or parilamentary maneuvers are used. No vote Is taken at the end of the debate. The 
object of the discusskHi Is not to but to learn. 

WhNe ft Is this reviewer's opinkHi that the reading level of the text Itself Is probably too advanced 
for most secondary students, the content is well-suited as a base from which to develop high Interac- 
tton among college students and polltteally-mlnded community groups. The questions ral^^ed are 
thought-provoking and analytteal In nature. The use of the Jefferson Meeting as a teaching tool not 
only serves to highlight the content of the U.S. Constitution, but Is also highly li:ustrative of the 
process whereby the Constltutk)n continues to evolve. (LH)

The background essays In this booklet provMe materials for teacher reading that is both rich In 
content and brief enough for teachers to spend additional time pondering possible classroom discus- 
sions and activities that might evolve from some of the suggested resources. Robert Handy's histori- 
cal analysis of the American tradition of religious freedom Is both objective and Infonnatlve. IskJore 
Stan- deals wKh the varying Interpretations of the First Amendment, presenting legal examples of 
dilemmas and cases in which this Interprelatton has been less than dear-cut. Each example could 
be embellished upon by encouraging fruitful discussion and debate amon^ students. Among the 
resources listed, several are from sources teachers may not have conskJered. Given the limited treat- 
ment of religious freedom In traditional teaching materials, it Is this reviewer s opinion that this book 
would be an asset to any social studies teacher's professional library (UH)

This resource booklet briefly (one paragraph per case) examines a number of Supreme Court 
cases that dealt with the issues of capital punishment, civil rights/discrimination, freedom of assem- 
bly, freedom of the press, freedom of religion, freedom of speech, rights of the accused, separation 
of powers, search and seizure/privacy, and voting rights. After ihe case synopsis, the specific con 
stitutlonal Issue to be addressed is articulated, and the decision is presented and explained. Six ac- 
tivities are included in the book, as are the text of the U.S. Constitution, the Bill of Rights, the other 
sixteen amendments, and a glossary of legal terms used in the cases. 
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This supplementary resource can be used by teachers of American hlsiory, American govern- 
ment, Constitutional law, or c^ cs. The booklet was developed to facilitate the use of the case study 
method and Is built on the premise that simple memorization ot important case names will not build 
a students knowledge base. The cases range from Chlsolm v. Georgia In 1793 to New York v. 
Queries In 19^4 and so can be Introduced repeatedly throughout the course of a curriculum. The 
activities may serve xo Introduce or culminate a particular unit of study. Some can be done In a class 
period, others require research time for students. The activities are designed to help students 
develop or strengthen tneir critical thinking skills, research abilities, debate and argument skills, and 
materials analysis skills. 

The brief synopses of Supreme Court decisions are well written, provkling Issues and kjeas for 
discussion by students. The clear and concise presentation of the cases ai'ows a nice break from 
the textbook. The activities are designed to generate maximum student participation In the learning 
process. Shaping American Democracy could also be used as a resource for students and teachers 
researching Importaiit constitutional Issues. (MEG)

The Signer of the Constitution can say little 
that is new about these topics. However, an appendix. The Constitution and its i-:istory," Is a fas 
cinating story of the actual document and its protection from the abuses of man and nature. Herp 
we read of a scholar in 1883 finding the parchment "folded, in a small tir» box, in the bottom of . 
closet" \ a Washington buHding. 

The Signers of the Constitution Is recommended, the publishers says, "for high school and col- 
lege students, as well as history buffs of all ages." For ninth- and tei .-graders, this is suitable read- 
ing; for others, the book t)est serves as a reference gukJe. 

Respite its vow to tell the story of the Constitution and of the men who created it. The Signers of 
the Constltutir i focuses only upon the men who actually affixed their signatures to the document, it 
therefore Ignores such important non-signers as George Mason, Eibrkige Genv, and Edmund Ran- 
dolph. Separate bk)graphicai sketches of theso' and 12 other delegates who dkl not sign would 
improve this work. (JSH)

Street Law Is organized Into six chapters that cover such topics £s ar :ntroductlon to law and 
legal topics, criminal Justice, consumer law, fomlly law, housing law, and individual rights and liber- 
ties. Problem-solving activities and case studies are used extensively In presenting the program's 
content asxJ In helping students relate to the materials presented. Using both actual and hypothetical 
situations, the case studies familiarize students with a wide range of legal problems. Tables, maps, 
charts, and numerous photographs complement the narrative. The appendices identify organizations 
whose actlvltfes and puUlcattons would be helpful for the student or teacher of law-related educa- 
tion. Also Included Is an extensive glossary. 

The teacher's manual opens with very useful section outlining teaching methods suggested 
throughout the text. Such methods Include use of audiovisual materials, case studies, role playing, 
community resources, visual aids, and mock trials. Con-espondlng chapters In the teacher and stu- 
dent materials allow for answering questions raised for and by students and identifying special out- 
of-dass projects for students, as well as mock trials based on one of the legal Issues raised In each 
chapter and a t>lblk)graphy of supplementary materials and resources. To achieve greatest success, 
the teacher should Involve the community In the program through field trips and use of classroom 
speakers, as suggested throughout the text. 

The text provides extremely high-Interest materials. The reading selections are short and are fol- 
lowed by stimulating activities that excite and motivate the leamer. The vocabulary of the law Is 
presented !n a very understandable way. The text places the leamer In the cente» of the leaming 
process; much of the text can be related to the leamer's real life needs. Adaptable to various course- 
leiigth requirements, the text couM be used to Infuse Issues of the law Into established social studies 
classes or could be used In Impiementing Independent law classes of any duration. Well-suited to 
use by community resource s treet Law can act as an organizer for police, lawyers, and Judges In 
the dassrooi^ and provWe materials for many role playing and mock trial situations. The text has the 
additional feature of being tested over the past ten years and having been utilized In model law- 
related education classes. Some of the activities a'e, however, too complex tor an Introductory 
course In the law for average high school learne (Adapted from data sheet?; by Kenneth A. Swttzer

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lo take their students into courtrooms. The material helps students understand the procedures 
because they get to practice what they leam.

The 
printing quality Is such that reproduction for classroom use would probably be unsatisfactory. Thus, 
the guide would find best use as a departmental reference source. The papers by guest scholars 
appear to be very current and perhaps were original presentations by the scholars to the Committee 
for the Humanities. Note that this book Is currently out of stock, but that many of the articles will be 
appearing In future Issues of The Nebraska Humanist, an annual publication; contact the publisher 
for nnore Informatton.

examlnatkKi of contro\'er8y. and exploring the social atnrK)sphere and personalities behind the crea 
tkxi of the ConstKutkxi It Is this reviewer's opinton that these materials are best-suited to teachers 
interested In presenting a synthesized review of already-learned materials on the Constitutton or for 
those preparfrig for standatdlzed testing In this subject. Strong points are the many attractive 
diagrams and charts and the student review wori<sheets. whteh provkJe more opportunity for student 
Input and higher level applk^atkMi than other sectbns In conduston. these materials are comprehen- 
sive, well-organized, and attractive, yet perhaps wouM serve better as a reference tool for teacners 
and students than as a source of classroom process. (I>l)

WKh the post Clvli War amendments to the 
Constltutbn. the natk)nalizatk>n of the BHI of Rights began. Rtehard CkNtner's book provides a com- 
prehensive and insightful overview of this century-long process. He dh/Mes the history into four 
parts: 1873-1908. when the first tentative and sometimes unsuccessful attempts at natk>nallzatk>n 
took place; 1925-1947. when a number of slgnifk:ant free speech cases arose for Supreme Court 
declsk>n; 1947-1961. when criminal procedure cases flourished; and 1961-1969. when "selective in- 
corporatkHi" of the BW of Rights ruled. 

The Supreme Court and the Second Bill of Rights is a scholarly work of polltteal scler)ce. 
suitable only for the most advanced secondary students. As a college level text. Cortner's work 
stKHJkJ be useful In both Introductory polltteal science classes and In constltutknial law classes. 
Teachers shoukJ find the text a source of much useful historical lnformatk>n. 

When the Constltutk)n meets up with, as Cortner says, ''the legal prot^lems of murderers, 
thieves, bookies, communists. Jehovah s Witnesses, university professors (and] narcottos addtets." 
tfie results can make for a good read. With the exception of a smaH typeface tfiat makes for 
extremely crowded text. The Supreme Court and the Second Bill of Rights is a superior puUteatton 
provkiing entertaining and Informative constitutional history. (JSH)

"Interpreting and Amending the Constitutk>n'' (I9th century), and "Developing the Con- 
stltutkMi as We Know It" (20th century). 

The Ive activities associated with the first two essays involve students in writing their own Con- 
stltutk>n. distinguishing t)etween Federalist and Anti-Federalist Meas. examining what the Constitu- 
tion says and doesn't say about slavery and women, and using a mnemonk: devtee to memorize the 
structure of the document. The remaining eight activities focus on constltuttonal change in the 19th 
and 20th centuries. Landmari( court cases, such as Marbu^y, McCulloch Brown, and United States 
V, Nixon are studied, as is the amending process. Instructk>nal strategies Include coir.pl'^lng puz- 
zles, case study analysis, and dassroom dramas.

The most valuable portions of this document are the activities on constitutional c^aiige. an area 
in which teach 3 materials are stHI not in overabundance. Given the vast array of new and reissued 
schdariy material on the Constltutton currently available, the very brief essays provkied in this 
volume seem wasted space that might better have been devoted to addKionai Instructional material.

The lessons are organized to facMtate student »e. Each opens with a list of objectives and a 
sectkMi caHed "Use Your Experience." whteh asks students about their own knowledge of the lesson 
toptos. The text is divMed Into short segments, with "Your Tum" review and applk^tkxi sectkms 
appearing every two to three pages. The final lessor Involves students In designing crime preventton 
programs, whteh are then extended to communltv projects. A teacher's guUe is currently In prepara- 
tkxi. 

By focusing on young people, this program dearly speaks to the In. Mts of young adolescents, 
who w« likely redct positively to it. Many communities shouW also find that the program meets a 
need, although the lesson on "^cqusintance Rape." wh9e handled very well, may raise controversy 
In some areas. The lessons require oiily two weeks complete (the community projects require addl- 
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tiona! time), wtiich seem a reasonable amount of time tc devote to this topic. The book is currenti / 
being revised for publ'i;ation by West Publishing Com^^ny in 1988.

Another recent issue contained articles on the 
polltk^ economy of the Consdtudon. the art of the Constitutional Sesequlcentennid. the right to 
bear arrns. Brown v. Bowl d EducaOon, Presidential appointments to tfie Supreme Court and tiie 
Northv'dst Ordinance. 

A regular feature of the magazine is "For the Classroom.' which provides lessons or units of 
stuuy. For example, a recent issue Included an eiemenlary unit introducing students to the crafts 
and games of the 18th century md ttien focusing itttention on the story of tfie Constitution. Students 
conclude the unit by writing their ovn constitutions. 

This magazine Is no less valuable t)ecause the features reldted directly to classroom practice are 
limited. The magazine provides a weirith of tiacicground Information that s^.juld help teachers feel 
more capable of deirfirig with constitutional Issues In tfieir classrooms.

The text concludes with a chapter designed to give stu- 
dents "a perspective for dealing with future trends and devek)pments within the legal system." 

Each sectten of the text opens with a brief overview of the sectten content. The chapters within 
the sectkKis are presented In a standard format. narrativ<» interspersed with anecdotes from the 
a Jthor's legal career and a few black-and-white photographs. Throughout the text the margir^ 
annoCatkxi "Actkxi Fie" appears frequently. This annotatkxi Is usually placed next to a descriptkxi of 
a hypothetteal case or an actual case from the author's experience, but no suggestkxis for using 
these cases in kistnjctkxi are given. Each chapter ends with a list of from 10 to IS review questkMis. 
These questkxis generally focus upon factual content and require students to exercise recall. Eleven 
chapters also inUude minteases. whteh are hypothetteal cases asking students to apply the content 
of the chapter, n-ese exercises, whteh require more sophlstteated thinkbig orocesses than do the 
review questkxis, are Mustrated with cartoons that may akJ students with reading problems. The 
instructor's manual accompanying the text provWes a content outline for each chapter, along with 
objectives, answers to the review questtons. and comments on the minteases. Ho suggesttens for 
Instructtenal activities other than reading and discusskxi are gfven. The Instructor's manual also 
includes a 2S-item. muKlple-chotee test for each sectkxi of the text. Factual recall is again stressed. 

This text focuses on transmlsston of factual knowledge about the law and legal processes and 
does indeed contain a great deal of factual Informatten. Thus, teachers who take a content-based 
approach to legal educatten wU probably find this book to their liking. ^ text's major drawbacks in 
tHs analyst's view are its lack of attentten to developing sklls whteh may be necessary In deding 
wKh the law and its falure to suggest that teachers use community resources or community-based 
learning experiences to link the text's contem with "real Hfe." Thus, teachers who wish to develop 
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activity-based courses that develop skais and attitudes as well as knowledge will be required to 
spend a great deal of time In planning and preparation for use of this text. (Adapted from a data

Storirg sought to comprehensively explore the 
thought, principles, and argurrsnts of the Antl-Federallsts withoui imposing an extemal analytical 
framewori< on the examination. He addresses that goal (In a stat-^Tient of method that thus, Ines- 
^paWy, becomes a framev/ori<) by wori<ing directly v/ith the primary documents. He sought to 
understand tne Anti-Federalists as they understood themselves. From that viewpoint, he concludes 
that they fully deserve to be Included among the Founding Fathers. 

Teachers may find this short wori< to be a good alternative to longer Interpretive '^orks on the 
Antl-Federalists. The writing style Is less accessible than Jackson Turner Main's, but the Interpreta- 
tlon Is more direct. 

Storing's more positive approach to the Antl-Federa.ists-even though it Is In the tradition of 
MacDonaW, Main, Wood, and others -enriches our understanding of their political and moral con- 
cerns. WhHe he concludes that they lost the ratlfteitlon debates because of their weaker argument 
he also suggests that the concems of the Antl-Fecferallsts continue to plan an Important part *n the 
alalogue of current American polittes. The attempt to excise soctologlcal and economic analogies 
from his Inquiry faHs, of course. Earlier wori<s employing those approaches are Impllcltiv and expli- 
citly addressed In this analysis Politics, even In ancient documents, do not exist Independently of 
those forces This Is, nevertheless, an excellent discussion of antlfederalism and antlfederalism 
scholarship.

The book includes summarizing opening 
and closing chapters, notes on the sources, and an Ir.dex. 

A prior knowledge of the subjects and events encompassed In this volume renders the book 
highly readable and Informative; however, a lack of the same would make comprehension difficult. 
The vocabulary employed Is extensive and beyond most hlgl, school students. Adult students and 
teachers of the Constitution may find this valuable and Insightful supplernentary reading. 

Dimension Is a^ded to the Founding Fathers highlighted In the book through both the gossip 
Monis has uncovered and his Interpretation of the difficult intellectual and kJedogical struggle these 
men faced. The author uses quotes liberally to create this vantage point but does not provide 
specific references to the sources of the quotations. Those seeking the full context of a specific 
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qi">te would need to do their own research. The reeding of this book would be enhanced by having 
a copy of The FedBrallst at hand, as the author often refers to particular ossays therein. (MG)

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selections that penalize aH txjt the most literal-minded students. For example: The Ratification (ap- 
proval) (sic) of the Constitution was given by aH 1 3 states." Tme or Falsd? The answer given as cor- 
rect is "False" because only 9 states were required for retKlcatlon. Substantial discussion Is required 
to Mumlnate this pcM. Most serious "errors" occur in the disk on the anoendments. Rather than print 
the actual text of the amendments, summations that purport to simplify them are used. A sample 
deariy lustrates the problem with this model: 

Amendment 2 (1791) Right to Arms. The states may provide amis (weapons) to state militia 
(citizen soldiers). However, no guarantee is made that private citizens are allowed to keep weapons 
for their personal use. " The lnterpretatk)n Is reinforced in the quesUon eetOon by stating In the 
answer that ".. the Constitutkm states that people may have weapons only if they are part of a state 
mlltia." That may be a goal of the authors, but such a blatantly biasec< Hterpretatkxi has no busi- 
ness In a bask: tiAorial program, especially when it is palmed off as fact. (RDL)

This series teH students moie about their own times than it does about the constitutional conven- 
tton. Reporters who shove mterophones Into the faces of the PresWent and Congresspeople In 1987 
and ask questtons about sensitive Issues have the Constitutkjn to thank for the abHity to do so 
However, it has taken neariy 200 years to get to such audactous practice of freedom of the press. 
Such behavior toward George Washington and Benjamin Franklin would have been unheard-of In 
1787. A large part of the success of the constltutlonal conventkjn was Its secretlveness. To expose .t 
to the light of press scrutiny might have given the opposltton time and ammunitton to prevent ratlflca- 
von. Teachers and students who listen to these tapes should be aware of the very different times In 
which the Framers li'ved.

For example, In the third flmstrip 
Teachers. Parents, and Authorities: How Do I Handle DIs a greemerits,* Kathy and her friend are con- 
fronted by a neighbor whose lawn they have cut across. In the fifth. "Folowlng the Group: What 
About My Rights?**. Rich hesitates to befriend a new t)oy In Ms dass because other students think 
the new boy is %velrd.** The ffmstrips show the young people tdking io friends who advise handing 
the profcilems in various ways. The flmstrips end with open-ended questtons. The same group of 
chMren is shown In each flmstrip. Black, white. Chk:ano. and Asian boys and girts all play jxobiem- 
causing and problenvsolving roles. 

The teacher's guUe suggests that the flmstrips can be used with small groups of students who 
discuss or report on hidlvkJual flmstrips or as a stimulant to large-group dlicusskMi. For each 
flmstrip. the guMe MentWes purposes, describes the content, suggests previewing discussion ques- 
ttons. specifies objectives for viewing, and suggests follow-up activities. The suggested activities are 
diverse, permitting selectivity based on the needs and capatilitles of Indlvktual students. For 
example, students are caned upon to draw pictures, engage in role plays, discuss issues, v^e short 
oompletk)n stories, keep charts, and talk to adults. 
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Gemg Along with Rules provides a way of helping students think about conflict situations In 
which they need to assume responsibility. The title of the series Is somewhat misleading however 
since many ofthe situations have very little to do with rules or laws. Although the developers should 
be commended for speclfyli>g goals, users should examine the activities carefully to be certain that 
they yfM achieve these goals. For example, the fUmstrip designed to demonstrate that anger Is 
riatural shows a variety of angry persons, but nowhere are teachers Instructed to point out during 
the dtocusslon that anger is something everyone feels at times. In addition, although the discussion 
questions are often quite helpfi4, they frequently need to be expanded. For example, one question 
statesthat People are more apt to get angry at certain times than others, for example, when they 
are tired. Name other times that people are more IHteiy to become angry." A logical fdlo-^-up to this 
question would be to ask students about the Implications of their list. This follow-up might help stu- 
dents realize that the next time they are angry, they might want to consider whether such factors are 
causing their anger and whether it might be better to discuss the Issue at another time, thus provid- 
ing students with a coping sicll that simply listing situations might not. The technical quality of the 
flimstrips and accompanying audio Is quite good; frames are sharp and the audio portion Is crisp

It Is th!3 reviewer's opinion that a "driving under the Influence** (DUI) case Is an excellent choice 
of content for the intended age group. Students '^jcelve a double message: (1) this Is how the legal 
system worics. and (2) here are some of the legal ramlflcatk)ns of using alcohol whHe driving. Both 
messages are relevant to today's teenagers and are bound to attract their attention. WhHe the..) are 
more teacMng components included with the kit than with most AV packages, several opportunities 
for active learning (such as role-playing and case study analysis) are missed In favor of more tradi- 
tional recall exercises. Nevertheless, creative teachers might use this program as a starting point for 
dlscussk)n and Inquiry-oriented activities or as a means of summarizing lessons on legal processes.

Noah Webster, and Daniel Shays expressed their 
dissatisfaction with the times. Actors donned In colonial garb reenact the personal dilemmas of the 
farmers, merchants, authors, printers, statesmen, and soldiers of 18th-century New England. WhHe 
the first half of this Km Is focused on events leading to Shays* Rebellk>n and the catalytic economic 
problems of the pre-constKutkni era. the second half focuses on the ConstltutkKi and the important 
compromises that took place before dissenting parties could agree on a government. Historic paint- 
ings and primary source materials are interspersed between dips of dramatizations that take place 
against a backdrop of colonial architecture, Interiors, and costumes. 

Although tNs 30-mlnute color dramatization Is listed by the publisher as suitable for junior and 
sentor high school students, college students, and adults, this film Is probably more typically the 
type shown to junior and sentor h^h school students. 

WhHe not as actton-packed as student's everyday televlrlon viewing, the film offers more action 
than many educational fHms, especially fHms dealing wKh eariy U.S. history. Strong points of this film 
are the producer's efforts toward authenticity and the careful Integration of colonial art. dress, tech 
ndogy, culture, economtes, and politics Into the geography of the eariy colonies. Hence, the film Is 
more Interdisciplinary than others of Its kind. The dialogue becomes most Interesting when key 
players argue with the audience, trying to persuade viewers of the correctness of varying viewpoints. 
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The nianner In which key players continue to disagree Is Illustrative of the problem-solving and com- 
promising nature of citizens actively participating in their government. (RDL)

This system can be used successfully In grades 7-12. The ideal classroom would have one com- 
puter and disk set for each student or small group, but classes can use the program on a single 
machine with proper planning. One to two weeks should be devoted to completing the suggested 
activities. Faster students can devise further searches and more completely explore the data base. 

A critteal and often overiooked aspect of data base use is a discussk)n of limitations of the data. 
Fortunately, the teacher's gukJe points out two of those limitations: (i) only simple one-dlmenslon 
searches can be conducted (either/or questtons are not possible) and (2) data teases can only 
manipulate facts, they cannot draw conclusloris. An Index refers to another Important limitation, that 
of data compresston: the system used can only contain a small amount of Information that may 
need to be expanded upon for clarity of understanding. Overall, this Is a valuable package for Intro- 
ducing data bases. (RDL)

A series of three preskJents Is presented, after whteh the program totals the stu- 
dent's score and compares It to the top scorers (those with the fewest points). The most successful 
students are entered In the Current Top Medalist screen. The program stores 50 student records. 

Students enter their guesses by typing In the name of the preskJent. The newest versions of the 
program will also accept code numbers (I.e., Lincoln Is P 16). The use of the code numbers helps 
reduce failures due to typing em)rs. Teachers may change or enter up to four possible alternatives 
for the program to accept as correct. Thus. Lincoln; A. Lincoln, Abe Lincoln; Abraham Lincoln, are 
all possible connect answers. 

WhMe the code optk)n helps reduce errors due to typos and limitations of the program's parser, 
the program remains a guessing game. Students may find some of the kJtosyncrasles of various 
presklents Interesting, but to be successful with the program, they must have a significant back- 
ground In preskJentlal biographies. One of the best characteristics of the program Is the option for 
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teachers to delete all of the cun^ent data and enter their own. This would allow the topic, as jvell as 
the dues to be replaced.

Advance placement classes would be best able to appreciate the complexities of the debates 
touched on in this video. A thorough knowledge of the events of the convention and the resulting 
document Is essential for following the discourse. However, no teacher materials are provided to 
help famllarize students with the specific Issues presented. 

This low-budget-looking productk>n suffers from a variety of technteal and educatk>nal problems. 
The lack of teacher and student materials tied directly to the vMeo shifts a substantial preparatton 
burden to the teacher. An early attempt to "humanize" Madison by trotting out his unsuccessful mar- 
riage proposal to a leenage beauty half his age faHs to arouse much Interest. The incMent is wholly 
unrelated to any subsequent event In tfie productkKi. A minimum of fh/e days would be required to 
use this vMeo effectively: one day to review the events of the conventkHi, one day to view the vMeo, 
one day to wake up the students, one day to discuss the key points of the conventton, and one day 
to discuss exciting vMeo productkm methods. (RDL)

Out of Court seeks to teach students about the mediation process by Involving them In simula- 
tion of one of five case studies. These cases Involve two coworkers who became Involved in a fight, 
a domestic quarrel whteh resulted In a 8tabt>lng, an altercatk)n between a landlord and a tenant in 
which the tenant's glasses were broken, an argument among neighbors whose children are always^ 
fighting, and a school vandalism incklent. 

The director's manual provMes a general schedule of activities and time frame for conducting 
the slmulatkxi. First, the teacher selects the case study to be used and assigns students to assume 
the roles of mediator, respondent, and complainant. The rest of the dass watches the medlatton 
process. During the first dass sesskxi, the mediatk)n process Is Introduced, the mediator holds a 
pubite session to get both parties' views of the situatton, and the dass discusses what they have 
seen so far The manual provMes answers for sonr^e of the questtons students often ask at this point. 
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During the second dass perkxJ. the mediator has a "private" session with each of the parties and 
holds additional meetings with both. If an agreement has not been reached, holding additional meet- 
ings during the third dass session may be necessary. The final dass period Is devoted to po8t*ganr)e 
discussion. The manual offers some questions for discussion during this final debriefing. The man-jal 
condudes with a list of resources. 

Although this simulatkKi has many features to reconrtmend K, It also has some drawbacks. As 
described by the authors, only few students have active roles In the simulation. The remainder par- 
ticipate only th(ough observation and discussion. Whie the publisher reports that teachers have not 
experienced any difficulty Involving students hi these ways, this analyst believes some students 
might have difficulty attending lo the simulation. If so. teachers might need to devise modifications 
that would encourage a higher degree of participation. For example, If a dass indudes a number of 
good readers, teachers may consider conducting several or ail of the case studies simultaneously, 
debriefing each with the aid of a student assigned to observe and report on the case. Additional 
infomnation about the mediation process. si(Ms required, and other pertinent data would be most 
helpful, as would nxxe systematic and focused debriefing questions. In addition, if one purpose of 
the simulation Is to help students clarify their values, a carefully designed series of questions might 
be provided to help teachers assist students with that process. (Adapted from a data sheet by

The riiaki role-playhig activities in PollcePatrol are best conducted hi the presence of a law 
enforcer. :ent offteer. Title resoun::e person Is a vital part of debriefing the activity for the students. Stu- 
dents are assigned rdes as those who woukJ call the poltee, those who might attract the attention of 
poitee, observers, and pdtee offteers. Accordtoig to their rdes, they are given baste Infomiatteri to 
act on and nothing more, so that their responses to the skuattens hi whteh they are places are 
entirely their own. Rde plays are assigned to small groups, so often teachers may have several 
noisy incUents going on at once. After a predetermined amount of thne has passed, the teacher 
calls students back together and observers report what went on, how the "pdtee," "vtetlm," and "law- 
txeakers" responded. The real pdtee officer comments on student reacttons and then tdls how a 
simNar cituatten might happen on the street, without resorthig to war stories. The attitude sun^ey can 
be used as a pretest, as a pre/post measurement of attitude change, or as a comparative study. The 
problem situations and case studies can be used In small- or large-group dlscusstens. 
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Police Patrol Is a hIgNy motivating activity, especially for those students who do not nomnally 
express themselves vert)aily in classroom situations, it Is a timeless activity that most law ^olated 
education teachers have seen demonstrated many times; It remains useful In a wide range of secon- 
dary classrooms.

Viewing 
of ttie vldeotapr^ Is accompanied liy discussion among stucients of the Issues Involved In the case, 
such as probable cause, the exclusionary rule, the scope of the Fourth Amendment, and legal 
searches where no wpnant Is required. Students are asked to write a position paper on the motion 
to suppress evidence tis argued Ni the video. The teacher's guide includes a quiz on the material. 

Privacy On The Road Is a terrific teacNng tool. The video was made by students and police 
officers and Is most authentic. The accompanying lessons help students understand the concept of 
privacy and the limits on Its protection. The materia! spari(s discussion and Is relevant to students' 
everyday lives. Brhiglng community resource persons, such as police, lawyers, and judges. Into the 
classroom to discuss the video would enhance the material even more. The laws enforced and 
applied are those of Michigan. tHJt the material Is not diminished for national use by that fact. (MEG)

Intended for use with 20 
or more students, the simulation Is best suited for eighth-graders, yet could suitably be used with stu- 
dents as high as 1 1th grade. 
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Because each teacher must plan how to use the materials to fit his/her own classroom sttuation 
and available time, the game may take as little as three days and as much as two weel(s of dass 
i\me. The teaching procedure Is rougHy as follows: (1) students are introduced to the game as they 
hear two recordings, receive materials and assignments, and a8l( questions and discuss procedures; 
(2) Washington opens the convention and the articles of the dass constitution are propoMd and 
acted upon; (3) the convention doses after Franklin's Plea for Unanimity and a vote on the adoption 
of the constitution as a whole; antl (4) the dass compares its constitution with the actual Constitu- 
tion. 

This simulation game Is open enough In format to aiiow for Individualization to specific cir- 
cumstance'3. yet has a good basic structure. One strong point of the game is that no two classes 
wHI produce simlar documents, theretiy reflecting the uniqueness of composition and group 
dynamics of individual dassroonrts. On the othier hand, the success of the game seems to depend to 
some extent on the willingness of those in leadership roles to get involved and the balance of 
abilities obtained by the teachers when dividing students into the representatives roles. The teacher's 
rde as resource and adv*sor is crucial In that good planning, careful selection of player roles, and a 
high degree of entiiusiasm wll further enhance these materials. (1>I)

To spark student Interest, the dlent Is accused of iegaNy causing distress to the female gover- 
nor of a neighboring state by publlshkig photos of a nude woman with the governor's head expertly 
superimposed on the nude. There are no graphics. There Isn't even a controverslai First Amend- 
ment/pornography case. The program Is net designed to deal with value Judgments or controversial 
Issues. It Is designed to test students on their knmfledge of court structure. Sonie questkm that 
for higher level thinking give away the answer by presenting "cute" or trivial altematlves to the cor- 
rect choice. Requiring students to restart the program for a single wrong answer, whie designed to 
encourage students to completely understand the fogk: path of the court system, may only frustrate 
them.

When specWc names are used or quotattons 
given, characters from wel-known pahitkigs are Isolated to personify the characters and help stu- 
dent "visualize" the personalities of those who stmggled to create the Great Comprw 
Is frequently drawn to the adverse phystealconditkNis that the Framerswort(ed under, the diverse 
viewpoints and many compromises needed to reach agreement, and the fnistratkNi felt by those 
Framers who dkl not agree with some of the firari results. 

The program Is k«ended for junkv and senky high school students, it is appropriate for tradl- 
tkNial American govemmenl. civtes. and/or U.S. history courses, since it portrays not only a chronol- 
ogy of historical events bu also factual infomwrtkm on the branches of government and the guaran- 
tees provkied later ki the Bi of Rights. A one-page kifomnatkm sheet for teachers accompanies the 
tape program. TNs teacher kifomnatkm provMes objectives, a summary, ano five follow-up questkKis 
and activities. 

The program is weN-done. Though it has no gimmteks to make it "fun." reiinnce on historic palnl- 
higs and the Constltuttonal document itself to tell the story make the program somewhat timeless. 
Although more substantial teacher material wouM be desirable, the questions provMed seem fairiy 
high level and the activity Meas krvolve high levels of student Involvement.

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CHILDREN'S LITERATURE WITH STRONG 
LAW-RELATED CONTENT*

Law-related curriculum resources are already In your children's hands, on your classroom read- 
ing fable, and In the school library. 

What are these resources? The books, poems, and stories your children read every day. Many 
of these develop children's legal literacy by focusing on questions of justice and fairness, freedom 
and ecpjailty. rights and privacy, property and dignity, civic responsibility, and participation. All are 
enduring concerns of humankind and fundamental concems of the law and of our legal and oolltlcal 
InstKutkHis. 

Literature explores these Issues in forms that bring enjoyment as well as enlightenment. Litera- 
ture broadens perspectives and heightens awareness of one's own and other's feelings and out- 
looks. Using these resources to extend law-related understandings can. In tum. awaken an Interest 
In literature itself. 

To ensure that chldren are not glossing over the rich law-related content In their reading, 
teachers need to step la They need to help the children step back from the story line, the charac- 
ters, and the actton ^o klentify pnd reflect on the baste issues behig addressed. 

In the foNowIng listing, major law-related concepts developed In each book are given along with 
a brief descriptkxi of the story line and the appropriate grade level. The books were carefuHy 
selected to (1) develop chMren's legal literacy by presenting legal concepts and issues accurately 
and well; (2) represent good literature (that is. they are genmlly weH-wrilten and have sensitive, 
believable characters and involving ptots); (3) present *^ried cultural experiences and perspectives; 
(4) deptel males and females In a variety of situatknis and rdes. and so do not perpetuate sex-role 
stereotypes. Teachers wli probably enjoy these books as much as the children wll. 

The Little Red Hen. Any verskxi. (Grade Level: K-2; Concepts: Jusltee, Responsibllty) 

This !s the dasste tale of the hen that found a grain of wheat and was refused help by all the 
bemyard anknais at evory stage of Its planting and growth. The only time they were wiling to help 
was in the eating of the bread whteh she had baked from her han^. But the Little Red Hen was not 
wmng to share the rewards of labor her friends had avoMed. A wonderful story to contrast with 
Frederick and The Best of the Bargain. 

Frederick. Leo Ltonnl. New Yori<: Pantheon. 1967. (Grade Level: K-2; Concepts: Jusltee, ResDon- 
siblity. Diversity) 

It was thne for the flekJ mtee to gather a store of food for the coming winter. They aH wori<ed 
dlllgenlly--aii except Frederick. When asked why he wasn't woridng. Frederick replied that he was 
gathering sun rays and bright colors and words to brighten up the cokJ. tong wkiter days. When 
winter arrives. Frederick is called upon to contribute hb supplies to the group's well-being, and 
Indeed he does. Was he acting responsibly? Was K fair that he dkl not parttelpate in the same way 
as the others? What role does diversity play In society? Does everyone have to contribute In the 
same way? These are just a few of the questk>ns this delightful story raises. 

Goldilocks and the Three Bears, Any editkxi. (Grade Level: K-k; Concept: Ownership) 

This fairytale of a "braak-ln" can lead to some Interesting disci 'sstons about ownership and 
property rights, it also allows students to Invent alternative endings or to role play a possible court 
hearing with GokMockn and the bears telling their version of the story to a judge.

Based on a true story, this tells of a fatf«r and his three young sons, part of the thousands of 
black pkMieers who left the South after the Civl War to take advantage of the Homestead Act After 
IMng In a dugout house In the Kansas prairie during a severe winter, the father deckled to push on 
to find more habitable condlttons; and he left the boys to care for themselves. This they do with the 
akl of their neighbors and their strong sense of responsibility for each other.

This book Is remariaWy well written and Informative lor one 
written as an "easy" reader.

AnasI, The Spider (an Ashant! folktale). QereM McDennott. New Yoric Holt, RInehart and Winston. 
(Grade Level: K-3; Concepts: Autfiorlty, ResponsiUity, Rulemaking) 

An excellent story about power and people's feelings about a person with power. Fuifiiiing 
responsiUlty in terms of rewards and be.r>fits Is a second important theme conveyed In this story. 

The Tale of Peter RsbbH. Beatrix Potter. Ne .v York: F. Wame & Co. (Grade Level: K-3; Concepts: 
Authority, ResponsiUity, Rulemaking) 

Ah. The many messages In these tdtosi We aR surely know this tragte episode: Peter toM not to 
venture near McGregor's garden, the ctiase and nanow escape. So many levels of meaning to pur- 
sue but mos!^/ Smportandy, the story provMes a vehtele for chMren to talk about and compare these 
experiences with InckJents In thek own life. What about the rule, ''Don't go near McGregor's gardeni" 
DM Peter Intend to break the rule? Was the nrie a necessary one? DM Peter nee j someone's help In 
keeping the rule? Touches on the prottems many chMren have In meeting adult expec!&tk)n8. and 
of being judged as "bad" or "naughty" when they really kitend to folow the ailes. 

The Cat In the Hat. Dr. Seuss. New Yoric Random House. 1957. (Grbde Level: K-3; Concepts: 
Authority, ResponsiUity, R Jemakfcig) 

Absence of authority hi this story leads to reasoning about why we need authority. Two chMren 
are akxie and bored on a rainy day, when the cat hi the hat appears and asks to come In. "Sally and 
1" don't know what to do shice their mother is away. Their goldfish warns them not to let the cat In. 
The cat, however, is very persuasive and bok> and In he comes. He also brings Thing One and 
Thing Two and t)ediam retans, 'Stopped only when the little boy fkially acts and captures the things 
with his butterfly net. The Cat helps to dean up the same mess and when the nrK)ther returns all Is 
quiet. Fear and fentasy are blended here. Might discuss why they were fearful of ^helr mother's 
return. 

Yertle the Turtle. Dr. Seuss. New Yoric Random House. 1956. (Grade Level: K-3; Concepts: 
Authority, ResponsiUity, Rulemaking) 

A very simple almost fblkiore story of the misuse of authority; also shows authority depends 
upon consent of the governed. Yertle the Turtle King makes a pie of all the other turtles so that he 
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can see and thereby rule over, the world outside his pond. He Insl. ts that the other turtles remain in 
the pie even when they complain of hunger and pain. Children are very fond of this tale and the 
Issues It raises regarding fairness and the misuse of pcver by the authority person. 

Shiver. Gobble and Snore. Marin Winn. New Yorl<: Simon & Schuster. 1972. (Grade L^el- K-3- Con- 
cepts: Authority, Responsibility, Rulemaking) 

Shiver, Gobble, and Snore are three fanciful types whose plight with an abusive idng leads them 
to a land where there are no laws, it's then that they begin to discover why people need laws. 
Provides a dellghtfui base for early conceptualizing about the reasons for rules and what rules/laws 
do in helping people live together. 

77je Big Orange Splot. Menus Pinkwater. New York: Hastings House. 1977. (Grade Level: K-4: Con- 
cepts: Diversity. Freedom. Property) 

On a btreet where all houses look alike, one person paints his home to reflect his fantasy. Inter- 
ests, and creativity. At first his neighbors rebel at this unexpected non-conformity, but one by one 
they join him in expressing their IndMduality. 

SfeWe. John Steptoe. New York: Harper and Row, 1969. (Grade Level: K-4: Concept: ResponsibRlty) 

Stevie Is resentful when his mother undertakes to babysit the younger chid of a friend and he 
finds himself wHh new responslMltles. Yet when the chid leaves for good, Stevie misses him. An 
exceilent example of some of the benefits and burdens of responslMlty. The language poettoaliy 
reflects the black famly setting of this wann story. 

Norton Hatches the Egg. Dr. Seuss (Gelsel). New York: Random House, 1940. (Grade Level- K-4: 
Concepts: ResponslMlty, Justice, Property) 

"An elephant's faithful one hundred percent" is well known cry of Horton the elephant. In this 
tale a lazy bird Inveigles Horton Into keeping an egg wann. Horton stteks to his task In the face of 
enomKXJS obstacles. Just before the egg hatches, the nrother returns to reclaim her property But 
justtee triumphs. Or does M? 

77»e Fence. Jan Balet. New York: Delacorte, 1969. (Grade Level: K-4; Concepts: Justtoe, Property) 

In a small Mextean town, a rich famly takes a poor fcimly to court on charges that the poor fam- 
ly Is stealing the smell of the rich «aml/s food. The trial ends when the poor man offers "fair pay- 
ment." Whie the 8ltuatk)n seems t».. -fetched It raises the questkm of whether or not non-tangible 
things such as kleas. names, or air can be owned. Beautifully Mustrated deptetton of Mextean vllage 
life. 

TTje Ugly Duckling. Hans Christian Anderson. Any versk>n. (Grade Level: K-4; Concept: Diversity) 

The dassk: story of the ugly duckling who is shunned because he is different from others senses 
as a good basis for discusskm of how society should view diversity- as something to be toierated, 
appreclaied. or rejected? 

77co and the Golden Wings. Leo Ltonnl. New Yori<: Pantheon. 1964. (Grade Level: K-4; Concepts- 
Diversity. Equality) 

Tteo Is a bird bom without wings. The other birds treat him kindly unti he Is granted a wish and 
magksally Is given a pair of gokJen wings. Tteo Is crittelzed for wanting to be different and is 
ostracized by his fonner friend'*. Tteo discovers that If he gives one of his golden feathers to some- 
one In need, a new black feather grows In Its place. He soon has black wings like the other birds 
end Is welcome beck into the fold. However, he reasons that each bird stil has IndMduality since 
they have different experiences and different dreams. WhIe the story ends "happly" It raises the 
questk)n of tolerance for diverelty. 

/•// FIxAntiiony. Judith Vtorst. New Yori<: Harper Crest. 1969. (Grade Level: K-6; Concept: Justice) 

A young boy's tantasles of how he wli make up for present "humliat'ons." by getting even with 
his okJer brother when he Is a few years older. 
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Hawk, Vm Your Brottter. Byrd Baylow. New York: Scrlbner. 1976. (Grade Level: K-6; Concept: 
Freedom) 

A young Native Anierlcan chHd longs to fly. He captures a hawk, but seeing Its misery, gives It 
freedom. He feels that his spirit soars In brotherhood with the bird and his own appreciation for 
freedom Is heightened. 

My Mother artd I Are Growing Strong. Inez Mallry. Berkeley. CA: New Seed Press. 1 978 (text In 
English and Spanish) (Grade Level: 1-4; Concepts: Justice, Equality. Responsibility, Privacy. 
Property) 

EmiKa's feither Is sent to prison when he gets Into a fight that results In an Injury. The fight 
occurs wtien someone mistakenly tries to repossess the father's truck, and then ex^iresses prejudice 
against Latinos. In the father's absence, Emillta and her mother Lupe take over his ^ ^rdenlng jobs. 
Both '^omen" discover that they can not only haridle the jobs well, but deal in a varlery of other dif- 
fteuKles with growing confMence. The magte of this book Is that It takes p. subjea that coukJ be dis* 
tressing and yet, tokJ through the eyes of the child In a straightforward manner. It ends up being 
wanii and positive- even upbeat. The book raises a wkJe variety of Issues: the role of prisons, sex- 
role expectatkMis, responsible behavk>r. confkJentiallty, prejudtee toward minorities, ownership rights. 
seK-defense- Issues that can be the basis of many fruitful discusstons. The bHIngual text Is an added 
plus. This is an unusual and loving book. 

Evan's Comer. Elizabeth Starr Hill. New York: Holt, RInehart Winston, 1968. (Grade Level: 1-4; Con- 
cepts: Privacy, Justtoe, Diversity) 

A young boy wtio lives In a small Inner^lty apartment, longs for a place he can call his own. His 
mother suggests that he rope off a comer of the living room as his private space and that he 
decorate It and fumlsh It with things that are meaningful to him. He does so and finds that there are 
advantages and disadvantages to the privacy he has created for himself. 

The Egg, Allkl. New York: Pantheon, 1969. (Grade Level: 1-4; Concept: Justtee) 

Based on a Greek folktale, this story Involves a court hearing, a clever lawyer, and the basic 
questk)n of whether cooked eggs coukJ ever hatch. Delightfully told and Hlustrated. 

WIngman, Menus PInkwater. New York: Dodd, Mead & Co., 1975. (Grade Level: 2-4; Concepts: 
Equality, Diversity) 

DonakJ Chen was the only Chinese sti'Jent In P.S. 132, and he was the poorest. Both facts 
caused him to be shunned by both students and teachers and drove him to tmancy and escape In 
comte-book fantasy. In one such fantasy he meets WIngman: In a cape of feathers, resplendent In 
annor, and as Chinese as DonaM. Slendy, WIngman carries DonakI off to soar over China for a 
glimpse of his heritage. That experience, plus a new teacher who recognizes his talent for drawing, 
brings bout some profound changes for Donald and his classmates. PInkwater makes you feel the 
effects of prejudge without a word or preaching. 

The Legend of Scarface. Robert San Soucl. New York: DouWeday, 1978. (Grade level 2-4; Con- 
cepts: Authority, Responsibility) 

This Is a retelling of a Biackfeet Indian myth, t>eautlfully Illustrated. A young man, called Scarface 
because of a birthmark, fells In love with his chief s daughter. She recognizes his kindness and 
honesty; and. In spite of his lack of handsomeness and wealth, she retums his love. However, she 
has promised the Sun, tather of all, that she wouM never marry. So Scarrace goes to seek out the 
Sun to ask him to release the maMen from her promise. In the course of his quest, he saves the life 
of the Sun's wNlful son, disregarding his ov. n danger. In retum for his taking such responsibility, the 
Sun grants his wish. The authority of religton and custom over people's be^vlor Is but one underly- 
ing Issue that this story raises while It Introduces aspects of another culture. 

The Pair of Shoes, Aline Glasgow. New York: Dial Press, 1971. (Grade Level: 2-5. to adult; Con- 
cepts: Responsibility, Justtee, Ownership, Cooperation, Diversity) 

A poor Jewish femHy lives In a small Polish town at the turn of the century, sharing one room, 
one cow, and one pair of shoes. The shoes had belonged to the tather, but now are worn when 
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necessary by his three chidren. aged 12. 19, and 9. The sharing process Is not a smooth one. and 
the 01 le pair of shoes becomes a symbol of seW^orth and maturity In addition to providing wannth 
and comfort. A crisis forces all In the family to reexamine what they value, and provides the oppor- 
tunity to discuss many questions relating to the concepts listed above-that Is. if anyone can talk 
through the tears that this tender, moving, and loving story evokes. 

The Judge, Harve Zemach. New York: Fanar, Straus and Giroux. 1969. (Grade l-evei. 2-6; Concepts: 
Justtee. Freedom) 

In this short pteture book, a judge an'ogantly Ignores five defendants' claims that a monster Is 
approaching the town. He jails them for lying, for refusing to change their story, etc. Of course, the 
monster appears and promptly eats the judge, while the defendants are freed. The story raises ques- 
tkxis of fair procedures and of freedom of speech In a wonderfully humorous manner. 

J.T. Jane Wagner. New York: Van Nostrand and Reinhokl. 1969. (Grade Level: 2-6; Concepts: 
ResponslbNIty. Justtee. Property) 

This book was based on a televlskHi drama, and the photo illustrattons come from the TV 
productkxi. It Is an extremely sensitive portrayal of a black, poor, urlwn chBd and his love for a cat. 
J.T. charges food for the cat without his mother's knowledge. This sltua!k)n plus his Involvement In 
an IncMent of stealing and school problems, adds to his overburdened mother's frustrattons. His 
grandmother's warmth and love, and that of others In the community, help him deal with his feelings 
of despair. The book Is an excellent source for raising issues of law-breaking, property. responslMlly 
for self and others. 

The Sorely Trying Day. Russell and LNIian Hoi an. New York: Harper and Row, 1964. (Grade Levei. 
2-6; Concepts: Responsibility. Authority. Justice) 

The father of tWs vtetorlan famly returns home from a trying day to find each of his chlWren 
blaming the other for a series of mishaps. The father. In true authoritarian fashion, punishes them all. 
Each chRd owns up to his or her own responsibility, and though the father refuses to withdraw the 
punishment, he softens It. There Is a clever twist to the ending. 

The strength of the book lies In Ks dear presentatkHi of the concepts, dever language, and 
enjoyable ending. The weaknesses Indude the authorltartan nature of the father-dominated 
househoW. the passive rde of the mother, the Wame and punishment handling of problems and 
some diffteult fanguage for younger chlMren. But the negative aspects can be put to good use If 
they serve as the t>asis for questk^ and discussfon. 

The Case of the Stolen Bagels. HIkJa Cdman. New York: Crown. 1977. (Grade Level: 3-4; Concept: 
Justtee) 

All the evidence pointed to Paul as the bagel thief. But circumstantial evkJence Is not always cor- 
rect, as Paul proves In this mystery story. ''It's not fair!" Is repeated often, presenting an opportunity 
to discuss what constitutes "fairness.** 

Project Cat, Nellle Burchardt. New York: Watts. 1966. (Grade Level: 3-5; Concept: Authority, Par- 
ttelpatton, Justtee) 

A group of children find a stray cat near their housing project. Since pets are not allowed In the 
project, they try to tend It outsMe. With the coming of winter, they decMe to work together to 
change the rule prohibiting pets by collecting signatures on a petltbn to the city council and the 
mayor. After a presentatkHi to the councH. the oile Is changed. Somewhat simplistic. But a good way 
to Introduce government functk>ns and grass roots partlcipatk>n. The chlkJren are racially Integrated 
and the writer says that the story Is based on a true InckJent. 

Hugo and Josephine. Maria Gripe. New York: Delacorte. 1962. (Grade Level: 3-5; Concept 
Authority) 

Hugo Is Independent. Without hamiing others he does what he wants to do: r dulses, bullies, 
and even defies the teacher. He proves a delightful companton to mischievous Josephine- and 
raises Issues of IndlvkJuallty and the role of authority. 
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Did You Carry the Flag Cnarlle? Rebecca Caudell. New York: Holt, RInehart and Winston. 1966. 
(Grade Level: 3-5; Concepts; Authority, ResponslMlty, Individuality) 

Charlie is a curious chM from rural nrnxintaln country. When he begins school he has difficulty 
keeping hto curiosity from interfering with school routines. The teachers try to find a way of keeping 
his Inquisltlveness alive without disrupting school actlvlttes. There Is a vice blend of allowing for dif- 
ference whUe trying to create a dlmate for learning. 

Charlotte's Wet)b E.B. White. New York: Dell, 1952. (Grade Level: 3-5; Concepts: Responsibility, Par- 
ttelpatkm) 

This dassk: tale of the efforts of a group of barnyard resMents to save the life of WHbur, the pig, 
offers many opportur^lcs to discuss tl^ responslt>Rity of meml:>ors of a community toward each 
other and differing Ww.y8 people participate to reach a common goal. 

Train Ride, John Steptoe. New York: Harper and Row, 1971. (Grade l.evel: 3-5; Concepts: Respon- 
sibilty. Justtee. Authority) 

A group of young boys from Brooklyn take a subway ride to Manhattan without their parents' 
permissk)n. Upon their return they all are punished, but the memory of their adventure Is stRI sweet. 
DM the chMren behavo responsibly? Was it fair that they were punished? As ki all his writing. Step- 
toe uses the language of the black community with a sensitive and loving touch. 

The Real Thief. William Steig. New Yoric Fanar and Strauss, 1973. (Grade Level: 3-6; Concepts: Jus- 
ttee. Authority) 

GawaIn the Goose guards the king's treasure. When the treasure begins to disappear, Gawain Is 
found gulty of theft on circumstantial evMence. The real tNef, a fieM mouse who had used the 
treasure to brighten his poor dweNIng, has to deckle what to do. Without revealing his own thievery, 
he finds a way to dear Qawain's name. Very well written, with an unexpected "just" ending. 
VocabUtary Is dWHcult for younger chMren, though It couM be read to grades 2 and 3. 

Song the Trees. MMred Taylor. New Yoric Dial, 1975. (Grade Level: 3-6; Concepts: Justtee. 
Property, Dignity, Equality) 

This is a superb story of a Uack famly In the 1930s In Mississippi and their struggle to save the 
trees on their property from a white man's attempt to take them through lntlmklatk>n. The story 
manages to convey the dignity of the fanriy without Uealizatkxi and the suspenseful ending a nd 
excelient characterizatkxi hoMs the student's Interest, it also serves to broaden the perspectives of 
students who know little about conditions In the South during this period. 

Akavak, An Esklnfo Journey. James Houste New Yoric Harcourt, 1968. (Grade Level: 3-6; Concepts: 
Responsiblity, Authority) 

A young man takes his grandfather on a promised long journey to visit a relative. Because of the 
diffteulty of travel In the Arctte, the boy has to take on unusual responslMlties. The authority vested 
In custom Is deariy stated, and couki serve as tho basis for comparing the authority of customs In 
various cultures. 

The Monster In the Mailbox, Shela Gordon. New Yoric Dutton, 1978. (Grade Level: 3-5; Concepts: 
Justice, Responsiblity) 

How often has It happened to us all? We've sent away for something that looks absolutely splen- 
dM, only i d have It take weeks to anlve. And then: It Is a shoddy lmltatk)n of its picture! in this tale, a 
youngster fights back, and we cheer him on for showing such gutsy consumer awareness. 

Sidewalk Story. Sharon Beii Mathls. New Yori<: Viking, 1971. (Grade Level: 4*5; Concepts: Partlclpa- 
tkHi, Justice) 

Lily Etta's best friend's family is being evkned and no one strems to be doing anything about it. 
Remembering that newspaper and televl8k>n publk:ity had helped In another evtetkm case, LMiy Etta 
tries to get such publicity again. What shouM happen if people cannot pay rent? What avenues are 
open to famlies In need? How can people parttolpate effectively In bringing about change? Discus- 
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slon of these and other questions can be stimulated by this story. It sympathetically captures the 
urgency and anxiety of the situation. 

Twenty and Ten, Claire Huchet Bishop. New Yorl<: Vlldng Press. 1952. (Grade Level: 4-6; Concepts: 
Justice, Freedom. ResponsibWty) 

Twenty French chMren help to hide and protect ten Jewish refugee children during the German 
occupation World War II. They do so at nerS to their own safety, and the safety of the nun who 
teaches them. Through ingenuity, and the cooperation of all 30 children, the Nazrs are foUed. Based 
on a true story. An excellent Introduction to the events of World War II and the resultant Holocaust. 

Tuck Everlasting, Natalie Babbitt. New Yoric Farrar. Straus, Giroux. 1975. (Grade Level: 4-6; Con- 
cepts: Privacy. ResponslMity) 

The Tuci( famly has chanced upon a spring whose water gK'es everlasting life. Deciding that 
such a spring could have dire consequences for the world, the iamly decides to keisp it secret. Then 
In \hd summer of 1888, the spring is discovered by 10 year old Winnie Foster. This book Is written as 
an adventure story including a Icldnapplng, murder, and a Jal-brealc. The issues posed In tNs story, 
combined with those raised by new discoveries which could extend and/or create life, could lead to 
an examination of what constitutes scientific responslMlty and Wiio should participate In scientific 
policy maidng. 

Journey to Topaz, Yoshlico Uchida. New York: Scrlbner's. 1971. (Grade Level: 4-6; Concepts: Jus- 
ttee, Diversity, Freedom, Equality, Authority) 

The internment of the Japanese during the Second Work! War Is a controversial event that 
poses many fundamental legal and moral questkm. This account of one famly's experiences Is a 
sensitive Introductkxi to the Impact of the relocatkxi of an 1 1 year oM. her parents, and her college- 
aged brother. It helps put dHfteult abstract questknis Into recognizable human tenns. 

Road to Agra, Aimee Sommerfelt. Tonance, CA: Criterion, 1961. (Grade Level: 4-6; Concept: 
Responslbllty) 

A young boy finds that he Is the only one who can take his seven-year-oM sister on a 300 mHe 
trip In India In order to And a doctor who can save his sister's eyesight. 

Shoeshlne Girl, Clyde Bulla. New Yoric Crowell, 1975. (Grade Level: 4-6; Concepts: Authority, 
ResponslMity, Diversity) 

A ten-year-okJ giri Is sent to spend the summer with her aunt when her parents find her hard to 
handle. Refused an aNowance, she finds a job helping at a shoeshlne stand -and soon finds that 
she has to take unusual responslMlty for one so young. She doesn t like It. but she comes through 
with heightened self-esteem. The giri Is spunky and real. 

And Now Miguel, Joseph Kmmgokl. New Yoric Crowell. 1953. (Grade Level: 4-6; Concepts: Respon- 
slMlty, PaitkdpatkKi) 

This Newberry Award winner Is a beautifully written account of the life of a Mextean-American 
famly raising sheep in New Mexkx>. The 12-year-okJ son is determined to go with the oWer men to 
tne nxxjntalns even though his famNy feels he Is too young. The way the famly wori(s together, the 
shifting of responslMities when necessary, and the famly wannth are presented with excitement. 

Meaning Well, Shela Cole. New Yori<: Watts, 1974. (Grade Level: 4-6; Concepts: Diversity. 
ResponslMity) 

The 6th grade giri and her relationships to others In her class raises the diemma of whether to 
go along with the crowd to please those who are popular even If It confltots with one's own prin- 
ciples. The confltet is dHflcult for one of the chldren caught In this diemma and It ends In deeply 
hurting a shy, sensitive giri whose unorthodox famly situatkxi makes her more vulnerable. 

Ellen Grae, Vera and Bll Cleaver. New Yori<: Upplncott. 1967. (Grade Level: 4-7; Concepts: Respon- 
slMity, Justtee. Privacy) 
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Beautifuliy written story atxHJt an 1 1 -year-old girl who belriends a slightly retarded adult. He 
reveals to her that, unlllce the generally held belief that his parents hpj atxindoned him years before. 
he had buried his parents In a swamp. He claims that the parents had attempted to kHI him with 
poisonous snalces but had been bitten themselves. Ellen Is faced with the choice of telling the 
authorities or Iceeping her friend's secret. 

The Great Brain Reforms. John Fitzgerald. New Yorl<: Dial. 1973. (Grade Level: 4-7; Concspts: 
Authoii^. Justice) 

A young "con artist'' In a small Utah town Is finally forced to face his peers' wrath when they 
bring him before a mock trial, to face charges of lack of responsibility, placing money before life and 
thievery. AH the characters have charm. Including the dependent, who Is shocked to learn of the 
depth of feeling against Nm. 

The Maldorwdo Miracle. Theodore Taylor. New York: Doubieday. 1973. (Grade Level: 4-7; Con- 
cepts: Justtee. Authority. ResponslMlty. Diversity. Equality) 

This wonderful book Includes so many Issues that the first task asked of students might be to 
Uentify them ail. A 12-year-old Mexk^n boy Is brought across the U.S. border llegally. Plans to join 
his father go awry and he has to fend for himself whHe working In the fiekJs of Califomla. His sut> 
sequent encounters are toM with the excitement of an adventure story and the characterizatk)n of a 
good novel. BesMes deputing the IHe and fears of some Megai aliens, the story involves a dying mls- 
skxi town, a skeptical priest, and a false miracle. The Issues that this book poses couM lead to 
weeks of analysis, discusskxi. and policy making. 

Bridge to Terablthla, Katharine Peterson. New York: Crowell. 1977. (Grade Level: 5-7. to adUK; Con- 
cepts: Responsibllty. Privacy. Diversity. Justtee) 

A beautifully written story of a friendship between two fiftfi-graders. a boy and a girl, from com- 
pletely different backgrounds. The story focuses on dlffk:ulties faced In girl-boy friendships, retrlbu- 
tkxi for wrongs done to otfiers. the role of privacy and confklentiality In relatkniships. and. most 
strongly, responsiblity for other's actkxis and weH-behig. The story ends In the death of one of the 
chMren. and the resultant fear, sorrow, gult. and anger felt by the other. The final note Is hopeful, 
stressing what had been gained by the relatk>nship between the two. This Newberry Award winner 
couki be read to younger chikiren: for whie Its subject matter is serious, it is written with great sen- 
sitivity and skll. 

The Cartoonl^. Betsy Byers. New Yoric Viking Press. 1978. (Grade Level: 4-6; Concept: Privacy) 

Alfie uses an attk: hkJeaway to develop secretly his cartooning talents and to seek peace from 
the complaints of his mother and the demands of his grandtather. Then he Is faced with the loss of 
his private space.

ChM labor In the mines and mils of Britain during the Industrial Revolutkxi was a common 
occurrefx:e, tHrt Its impact Is different when seen through the eyes of a contemporary chiM. The 
author ably accomplishes this trick through the use of fantasy, when a boy named Creep Is 
transported through time. How do our Meas of the rights and responsitrilltles of chMren compare 
with those of thaX day? What are the reasons for the shnlaritles and differences? Have our Meas 
about justteo for chMren and responsibility for them altered over the past hundred years? How Is 
this reflected in our laws and practtees? This book holps sharpen the focus of such questtons. 

Night Journeys, Avi (Wortis). New Yoric Pantheon. 1979. (Grade Level: 5-7; Concepts: Authority. 
Freedom. Justtee) 

What Is to be done when moral convtotton and the law dash? Two characters in this historical 
novel face this questton: Peter York, a 12-year-oki orphan, and his guardian. Mr Shinn. a Quaker 
Justice of the Peace. The setting is colonial Pennsylvania, and Shinn has been called upon to aid In 
the capture of two runaway Indentured servants. English felons sentenced to servitude In the 
colonies. Peter eageriy joins the hunt until he discovers that the ''feions" are chMren his own age. 
Was justtee served in their case? Were they justified In seeking their freedom? Is the law's authority

paramount? The novel lends Itself to discussion of such issues whHe it presents a well written, grip- 
ping adventure. This would be a good book to team with Huckleberry Finn, which poses a similar 
dilemma wlien Huck is asked to help Jim. a slave, escape to freedom. 

Good-bye, Chicken Little. Betsy Byers. New York: Harper and Row. 1S79. (Grade Level: 5-8; Con- 
cept: Responsibilty) 

A young boy feels responsible for the death of his uncle, a consistent daredevH. The uncle 
crosses an k:e-covered body of water on a bet. falls in. and is drowned. Despite the fact that the boy 
warned his unde of the danger, the realization that he dkJ nothing more to stop him makes the boy 
feel guilty and ultimately responsible. 

Maria Lulsa. Winifred Madison. New York: Uppincott. 1971. (Grade Level: 5-7; Concepts: Diversity, 
Equality) 

Maria Lulsa. 12. and her younger brother leave their small Arizona town and their HI mother, 
come to live with relatives in San Francisco. Here Maria Lulsa encounters new life styles, more open 
prejudtee and. for the first time, diffknjity in school because of her lack of proficiency in English! The 
year deptoted here Is one of growth, new friendships, and budding romance But tnosiL of all. she 
develops a growing appreciatkxi for her cultural heritage and famly. 

Roll of Thunder, Hear My Cry. MHdred D. Taylor. New York: Dial. 1976. (Grade Level: 5 + ; Concepts: 
Freedom. Justtoe. Equality. Property) 

This book, like Its predecessor Song of the Trees (see above) chronteles events in the life of a 
black femly in Mississippi during ^he 1930s and their struggle to maintain dignity and independence 
In the face of dIscriminatkMi. harrassment. and death. Powerfully written from the perspective of a 
nine year oW the book haunts and inspires. A Newberry Award winner. Readable to chKdren in 
grades 4 and 5. 

My Side of the Mountain, Jean George. New York: Dutton. 1959. (Grade Level: 5-9; Concepts: 
Privacy. Freedom) 

A young teenage boy leaves the growing city to see If he can survive in the wHdemess. The 
story chronteles his feeling of dignity and sense of accomplishment, the dose friendship he makes 
with the animals and people he encounters, and the improved relatkMiship with his father wtu) 
comes to visit. 

Where the Lilies Bloom. Vera and BM Cleaver. New York: Uppincott. 1969. (Grade Level: 5-10; Con- 
cept: Responsibilty) 

A 14-year-oki mountain girl promises her dying father that she wHi keep the family together and 
protect her naive and trusting oWer sister. The clever way she does so against dlffteuit odds and 
nfKxe diffteult poverty poses many questkxis about famHiar responslbiilty. 

Sounds and Silences, Poetry For Now, Rtehard Peck. ed. New York: Delacorte. 1970. (Grade Level: 
5-adult) 

This collectk)n of poetry Is dMded Into a number of catecorles: the family, childhood. isolatk)n. 
identity, reallttes. illusion, dissent. communk:atk>n. love, war pain. recoliectkHis. 

Huckleberry Finn, Mark Twain. Any versk)n. (Grade Level: 5-adult; Concepts: Responsibilty. 
Freedom) 

Huck is faced with the diemma of making a chofee between legal and moral responsibilities, 
wonderfully describe in the chapter "The Rattlesnake Skin Does its Work."* Here he has to make a 
deciskKi as to whether to help a runaway slave, his frie.id. Jim and defy the law set forth In the Fugi- 
tive Slave Act. or turn Jim over the the authorities, and thence to his "rightful owner." The pros and 
cons of both courses of actton are spelled out In Huck's mind In this chapter, as In Jim's desire for 
freedom. 
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2/A Scott O DeH. Boston: Houghton Mifflin, 1976 (Grade Level: 5 + ; Concepts: Freedom, Diversity) 

Set in a Caiifbmla mission in the earty 1800s, this story teNs of a teenage Indian qlH's efforts to 
find her aunt, the lone sufvivor of a trit)e on an off shore island. (The aunt s story was told in O'Deirs 
novel Island of the Blue Dolphlnsl The nanatlve reveals an unvarnished and complex picture of mis- 
sion life wMe it teNs of Zia's adventures and trials. The dash of cultures portrayed in the botiks 
offers opportunities to discuss diversity of values and attitudes toward many issues, including 
freedom.

(Grades 1-4, 48 
pages) 

A delighthi, weii-tokl account of FranMkt's life and deeds. The iust^atkxis include sayings from 
Poor Richard's Almanac on each page. Interesting detals and stories enliven this accurate history. 

Edmonds, Waiter D. The Matchlock Gun. New York: Dodd, Mead, 1941. (Grades 4^, SO pages) 

In this Newbeny Award winner, ten-year-okJ Edward defends his wldemess home and saves his 
mother's life during the French and Indian Wars. 

Fritz, Jean. And Then What Happened, Paul Revere? New York: Coward, McCann and Geoghegan. 
1973. (Grades 2-6, 48 pages) 

Jean Frftz packs this bock with the energy and activities of Paul Revere, best known for Ns ride, 
but also a siversmith, engraver, and dentisi. Paul Revere's ride was more diffknjit and eventful than 
most of us know, and this bock teNs us some of the diffteuities Revere and others overcame in AprI 
of 1775.

This film dramatizes events and cases involving issues surrounding the limits of freedom guaran- 
teed by the BUI of Rights. 

Due Process of Law. Pasadena. OA: Barr Flms. 1971. (23 minutes; color; 16mm) 

A college student Is suspended following a rock throwing Incident during a campus demonstra- 
tion. The film presents opposlrig Interpretations of the due process clause of the Fifth Amendment 
and suggests that due process is time-consuming and often In conflict with the immediate need to 
avoid further violence. The result of the student's application for reinstatement Is left open-ended. 

Equal OpporUjnity, Pasadena. OA: Ban^ Flms, 1969. (22 minutes; color; i6mm) 

Two factory workers of different races compete for the same promotton. The fHm reviews the 
constltutkNial Issues Involved In estat)li$hlng equal employment opportunity and deals with senknlty. 
unkxi contracts. qualifk)atk)ns of competing employees, and differing Interpretattons of 'discrimina- 
tion.'* The film Is open- nded. 

Freedom of the Press. Pasadena, CA: Ban FBms. 1973. (21 minutes; color; 16mm) 

A reporter refuses to cooperate in a criminal investigation, protecting the source of his news 
story. The film questtons the meaning of the First Amendment s prohH}ltk)n against laws that abrklge 
freedom of the press. 

Freedom of Religion. Pasadena, OA: Ban Flms. 1969. (21 minutes; color; I6mm) 

The BM of RIgnts guarantees freedom of reHgton. but what If laws are broken or life Is endan- 
gered In the exercise of that freedom? The flm uses a Wood transfuston case to discuss constltutton- 
al Issues and analyze when society's Interest outweigh an mdivkJuai's constltuttonal right to freedom 
of religk)n. 

Freedom Speech. Pasadena. OA. Ban Flms. 1968. (21 minutes; color; i6mm) 

The flm uses the case of a controversial speaker convteted of disturbing the peace to stress the 
Importance and complexity of the Issues Involved In free speech. The lawyers argue the constitution- 
al issues in an appeals court. 

The Privilege Against Self-incrimination. Pasadena, OA: Ban Flms. 1972. (23 minutes; color; 16mm) 

The flm uses drama to point out the Fifth Amendnwit's protectton of me accused against 
coerced confesskxis and against overzealous law enforcement for "crimes'* of thought and speech. 

The Story ot a Trial. Pasadena, OA: Ban Flms, 1976. (21 minutes; color; I6mm) 

Using a case involving two young men accused of a mlsdenf>eanor, the flm provWes an Introduc- 
tton to procedures that protect citizens* rights and the constltuttonal safeguards of the accused. 

AMENDING AND INTERPRETING THE CONSTITUTION 

The Civil War: The Anguish of Emancipation New York: Learning Corp.. 1972. (27 minutes; color; 
16mm) 

The flm borrows dialogue from speeches and written records to dramatize Lincoln's personal 
struggle to ensure the presentation of the Unton and uphokl the constltutton. whie simultaneously 
striking a triow at slavery. It shows the honor and futlKy of war as a means to resolve political dis- 
putes and reveals how emancipation was determined more by mlltary necessity than moral Impera- 
tives. 
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7?ie Constitution and Mllimry Power Bloomlngton, IN: Indiana University, 1959. (29 minutes; black 
and white; I6mm) 

The film dramatizes the story of a U.S. citizen of Japanese ancestry who tries to avoid detention 
and relocation during Worid War II. The fHm follows his suit through the courts and also summarizes 
a previous related court decision of 1866, Mllllgan Ex Pane. 

Decblon for Justice. Bloomlngton, IN: Indiana Unlversrty, 1955. (27 minutes; black and white; 
16mm) 

The film p^ aents a dramatic reenactment of John Marshall's contributions to the establishment 
of the Sunr«tMe Court as the ultimate Interpreter of the Constitution. 

Focus on the Vice Presidency. New York: King Features Entertainment, 1974. (15 minutes black 
and white, I6mm) 

The fHm traces the history of the office of the Vice PreskJent, emphasizing Vice PreskJents of the 
20th century and the Importance of the Twenty-Flflh Amendment. 

Equality Under the Law- The Lost Generation of Prince Edward County. Chicago: Encvclooedla 
Brltannlca. 1967. (25 minutes; color; 16mm) 

In 1959. public schools were closed, and white chlkJren In Prince Edward County were 
encouraged to attend segregated schools. The film analyzes the case as a constltfitlonal violation. 

Free Press/Fair Trial. Bloomlngton, IN: Indiana University, 1973. (30 minutes, black and white; 
16mm) 

This fHm reports In depth on the dilemma of balancing First Amendment guarantees of an unin- 
hibited press and the public's right to know with the Sixth Amendments guarantee of a defendant's 
right to a speedy and fair trial by an Impartial jury. FHm clips from tne trials of Bruno Hauptman, Dr. 
Sam Sheppard, BHIie Sol Estes. and Wayne Henley, Jr., plus clips of Nixon and Agnew claiming 
press prejudices, are included. 

Georgfe Washington and the Whiskey Ret>elllon: Testing the Constitution. New Yori<: Learning Corp , 
1974. (27 minutes, cdor; 16mm) 

Enforcement of the federally Imposed whiskey tax Is the Issue used to demonstrate the new 
natton's first challenge. The fHm uses dramatic action of Washington's military efforts against western 
Pennsylvania fanners' lawlessness. 

Impeachment. Skokle, IL: Texture FHms, 1974. (18 minutes; color; 16mm) 

The fHm examlne'i the process of Impeachment and removal of the PreskJent from office, using 
excerpts from the Constttutk)n and their relation to the practice of government It reviews the 
Impeachment and trial of Andrew Johnson. 

Justice Black and the Bill of Rights. New Yoric BFA/PhoenIx FHms. 196«. (32 minutes; color; 16mm) 

Supreme Court Justice Black explains his views on Interpreting the Constitution, freedom of 
speech, freedom of assembly, and the rights of the accused. He also answers reporters' questions 
on the phHosnphy of the Bill of Rights In relation to cun^nt Issues of law, morality, freedom of 
speech, and civH rights. 

Juvenile Law. Pasadena, CA: Barr Films, 1974. (23 minutes; color; 16mm) 

Two brothers-one age 18, the other 15-are arrested for a crime. The film shows the comrast 
between adult crimlna; procedures and juvenile law and raises questions about the pateir.aHstte 
character of juvenHe ji stice and the constitutional Issues Involved In reforming the luvenXe iustlct^ 
system. '

Powers of the Presidency -Economic Controls. Pasadena, OA: Barr Flms, 197S. (23 minutes; color;

The complexity of the Presldent*s decisions is dramatizes In this film. Runaway Inflation and an 
Inactive Congress force a Actional U.S. President to order wage and price controls. The fHm ques- 
tions the constitutional authority for doing this, but leaves the answer open for discusston. 

Rights, Wrongs and the First Amendment. New York: Sterling Educational FMins, 1974. (27 minutes; 
color; 16mm) 

The flm uses such events as the Palnner Raids of World War I, forced relocation of Japanese 
Americans In Woffd Wbr II, hearings of the Cold War, conspiracy trials of the Vietnam conflict, and 
the Watergate invasions of privacy to trace the history of freedom of speech, freedom of the press, 
and freedom of assemt)ly In the United States. It dramatizes the difficulties of Integrating personal 
freedom with legitimate national security needs. 

Search and Privacy. Los Angeles: ChurcMl Flms, 1968. (22 minutes; color; I6mm) 

A suspected narcotics peddler and police efforts to make an an^ are the focus of three 
dramatic seouences. The flm frigNlghts the polk:e's dual role in apprehending criminals while 
protecting IndivMinls from unreasonat)le search and invaskxi of privacy. QuestkMis are raised atx>ut 
the reasonatileness of search methods and the use of electronk: surveMance. 

Speech and Protest. Los Angeles: ChurchW Flms, 1968. (22 minutes; color; I6mm) 

As an introductkxi to the First Amendment, this film dramatizes sRuatkm where freedom of 
speech or assemtily might t»e questioned. Students discuss foreign pdtey and academte freedom, 
and an anti-war demonstratkHi at a chemical plant Is enacted. Altemative cr ;lusk>ns are included. 

The United States Supreme Court: Guardian of the Constitution. Chtoago: Encyclopedia Britannica, 
1973. (24 minutes; cok)r; 16mm) 

The continuing evolution of tiie Supreme Court Is traced through historical higNights and 
landmari< cases and through the Insights of several prominent authorities commenting on the jurist's 
viewpoint and tfie power of judtoial review. 

Women Get the Vote. Del Mar, CA: CRM/McGraw HHI Flms. 1962. (25 minutes; t)lackand white; 
16mm) 

Using historical footage the film shows the difftoult and sometimes vk)lent course of the cam- 
paign for women's voting rights leading to Susan B. Anthony's triumph In 1919. 

IVomen's Rights. Pasadena, CA: Ban- Flms, 1974. (22 minutes; cobr; 16rrim) 

A high schiool wants to swim on the tx)y's team t>ut Is thwarted by state laws which prohibit 
her from doing so. The film shows the unconstitutionality of the laws based on the Fourteenth 
Amendment's guarantee of equal protection of the law to all citizens regardless of race or sex. 

UNDMARK CASES OF THE SUPREWIE COURT 

Free Press vs. Fair Trial by Jury: The Sheppard Case. Chicago: Encyclopedia Britannica, 1969. (30 
minutes; color; 16mm} 

The conflict between the rights or the press and the rights of the accused to a fair jury trial are 
explored In thto film. The 1954 case Involving major constltutk)nai Issues and the 1966 Supreme 
Court deciskxi establishing guMellnes to prot ct the accused from prejudicial publtotty are presented 
b' documentary materials on the case. 

Freedom to Speak: The People of New York vs. Irving Felner. Chicago: Encyclopedia Britannica, 
1967. (23 minutes; color; 16mm) 
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This nm combines reenactments with interviews of participants In the case of a coliege student 
whose conviction for incltenient to riot was upheld by the U.S. Supreme CoiHt. it shows how con- 
stltutlonai Interpretations vary with time and changes in public opinion and raises the issues of 
freedom vs. security, liberty vs. law. right vs. responsibility, and liberty vs. license. 

Justice Under Law: The Gideon Case. Chicago: Encyclopedia Britannlca. 1967. (22 minutes; color; 
16mm) 

in the Gideon case, the defendant was tried and convicted without legal counsel. The film shows 
how Gideon, in prison, communicated with state and federal legislative bodies to obtain legal repre- 
i^entations. and how the Bli of Rights and Oliver Wendaii Holmes' Interpretations guided the 
Supreme Court decision in the case. 

Marbury vs. Madison, Washington. DC: National Audiovisual Center, 1977. (36 minutes; color; 
16mm) 

This Mm dramatizes the Supreme Court decision that established Its responsibility to review the 
constitutionality of acts of Congress. 

The Right to Legal Counsel. New Yori<: BFA/Phoenlx Flms. 1968. (15 minutes; color; I6mm) 

The 1963 Gideon vs. Walnwrlght decision requiring that Indigent defendants accused of serious 
crimes must be offered counsel overmled an eartler decision in Betts vs. Brady. 

The Schempf Case. Chicago: Encyclopedia Brtennlca. 1969. (35 minutes; color; I6mm) 

This film asks whether Bible reading and the Lord's Prayer recited over a loudspeaker In a high 
school Is a vtolatkMi of the First Amendment. The issues and background are presented In the con- 
text of emotton-charged incUents. and the Supreme Court deciskHi Is reviewed.
